LONDON, Nov. 16.—The Berlin corre- 
spondent of The Times says it is reported 
in Bremen that the North German Lloyd 
Steamship Company, like the Hamburg- 
American Line, intends to adopt precau- 
tions in order to prevent the concern 
from becoming Americanized. The or- 
ganization of the company is now such 
that it would be difficult for foreigners 
to obtain an authoritative voice in its 
management, but it is conceivable that 
@ large number of shares might be con- 
centrated in foreign hands and that by 
@ snatch vote at a shareholders’ meeting 
the composition of the managing board 
might be altered. : 

The North German Lloyd Company, 
however, unlike the Hamburg-American, 
does not think it advisable to reduce the 
number of trips, as such a step would 
too seriously affect dock labor on both 
sides of the Atlantic. The Hamburg- 
American Line has so many connections 
in different foreign ports that the cur- 
tailment of its trips would not involve 
grave consequences, but the North Ger- 
man is bound to maintain its present 
service, even if unprofitable. 

It is said that neither the North Ger- 
man Company nor the Hamburg-Amer- 
ican Line seriously contemplates making 
Dover a port of call. 


Unfavorable Comment Touching the 


Northern Securities Company. 
By The Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Nov. 15.—The transactions re- 
sulting in the formation of the Northern 
Securities Company are receiving much at- 
tention in the German financial press. The 
Frankfurter Zeitung publishes a warning 
against the exchange of American railroad 
‘shares for bonds upon the basis of the pres- 
ent high quotations of the former. 

The Berliner Tageblatt complains that 
the group of financiers controlling the com- 
mon stock of the railroads comprised in the 
amalgamation will withdraw their holdings, 
and that the holders of the majority of the 
shares reached their decision without con- 
sulting with the minority, and says such 
action contradicts German ideas of justice. 


The Tageblatt concludes its comment as 
follows: 

‘““At any rate, the suddenness with which 
Americans conclude these financial opera- 
tions shows what we would have to expect 
if the United States acquired a still peeater 
influence over German business life than 
~~, have done up t6 the present time.” 

The Boersen Zeitung says the matter does 
not interest the German market as much as 
speculators pretend. 


CHINESE MINISTER AT LONDON. 


It Is Again Reported that Chang-Te-Yi 
Will Succeed Chi-Chen.

LONDON, Nov. 16.—The Chinese na- 
tive press, says the Shanghai correspond- 
ent of The Times, reiterates the report, 
previously . discredited, that Sir Chi- 
Chen-Loh-Feng-Luh, Chinese Minister 
at London, will be succeeded at the 
Court of St. James by Chang-Te-Yi. 

The latter’s sole claim to distinction, 
Says the correspondent, is that he ac- 
companied Na-Tung on the mission to 
Japan to apologize for the murder of 
Sugiyama, Chancellor of the Japanese 
Legation at Peking. 

Chang-Te-Yi was formerly attached to 
the. London Legation. 


Chang-Te-Yi was, it was reported about 
& week ago, the selection of the Chinese 
Court for the post of Minister to Great 
Britain. Almost as soon as the report 
gained currency it was denied. 

Chang is fifty-five years old, a Progress- 
ive in politics, and was formerly inter- 
preter at the Chinese Legations in London 
and Berlin. According to reports from 
Peking, his manners are dignified, and he 
is popular among the diplomats in the Chi- 
nese capital.

MAYOR-ELEGT LOW AT 
THE WHITE HOUSE 


Confers with-President Roosevelt 
on Municipal ‘Affairs. 


Local Leaders Declare that This Con- 
ference Will Decide the Police Com- 
missionership —Col. Part- 
ridge’s Chances. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Mayor-elect 
Seth Low of New York was the guest of 
President Roosevelt to-night. Accompanied 
by Philip Roosevelt, a cousin of the Presi- 
dent, Mr. Low arrived here shortly after 6 
o’clock this evening. He was met at the 
Pennsylvania station by Secretary Cortel- 
you, and went immediately to the White 
House, where he took dinner and remained 
over night. 

He spent the evening in conference with 
the President on the municipal affairs of 
Greater New York. He will return to New 
York to-morrow, 


At Mayor-elect Low's headquarters, 
West Twenty-third Street, yesterday after- 
noon Mr. Low's secretary, Mr. Moran, was 
busy assorting the applications which the 
Mayor-elect has received for positions 
under his administration, and filing them 
away in envelopes bearing the title of the 
office to which the applications related. 
There were hundreds of them. 

The politicians are firm in the belief that 
Mr. Low's visit to Washington will deter- 
mine who is to be Police Commissioner. In 
this connection a fact which was considered 
to have a bearing upon the situation was 
cited. When Col. Roosevelt was Governor 
of New York he appointed Col. John N. 
Partridge Superintendent of Public Works, 
Mr. Low strongly indorsing the selection. 


When Mr. Low was Mayor of Brooklyn, 
Col. Partridge served as Police Commis- 
sioner under his administration. Col. Part- 
ridge is now prominently mentioned for 
Police Commissioner of Greater New York. 

{t is thought by the politicians as not at 
all unlikely that Mr. Low has gone to 
Washington to get President Roosevelt's 
opinion as to Col. Partridge’s fitness for 
Police Commissioner. It is the impression 
that Mr. Low will announce the appoint- 
ment of his Commissioner next week. 

Before leaving for Washington yesterday 
Mr. Low called upon Controller doler and 
was closeted with him for more than an 
hour. Neither had anything to say about 
the conference, except to declare that it 
had nothing to do with politics. 


REPUBLICANS DIVIDED 
ON WAR TAX REDUCTION. 


Friction May Develop in House Ways 
and Means Committee—Some of Mr. 
Payne’s Colleagues in Favor 
of Proceeding Slowly.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—The Republic- 
an members of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of the last House, who it is. as- 
sumed will be members of the same com- 
mittee of the Fifty-fifth Congress, are di- 
vided upon the subject of reduction of the 
war taxes. Heretofore all the talk has been 
one way, but it now seems that Repre- 
sentative Payne of New York, who will be 
Chairman, will meet with some opposition 
among the members of his own committee. 
Mr. Payne is in favor of big reductions. 
But Representatives Hopkins and Tawney 
said to-day that they would not favor de- 
pleting the revenues of the Government un- 
til it is ascertained what the demands will 
be upon the Treasury Department by the 
appropriations of the session and the prob- 
able liabilitiag of the next fiscal year. 

‘““We do not know yet what our expenses 
will be,’’ said Mr. Hopkins. ‘‘ The Appro- 
priations Committee will have to be con- 
sulted, the estimates of the Secretary of 
the Treasury considered, and the general 
legislation of Congress involving the spend- 
ing of money taken into account. What 
will the Nicaragua Canal cost, and how 
much will have to be appropriated toward 
its construction out of the revenues of each 
year year? If that ship subsidy bill gets 
through, what will that cost? There is a 
demand for river and harbor improvements, 
for public buildings, and for increased ex- 
penditures on account of the Government 
service in many directions. I think we 
would do better to take all these Habilities 
into reckoning before slashing away at our 
assets indiscriminately. 

‘“‘It is much easier to cut down your rev- 
enues than to bring them up, and we have 
had experience, under Democratic rule, 
with wiping out the surplus. We saw some 
hard times before the Republican Party 
could get back into power and put the 
country on a business basis—make its in- 
come larger than its outgo. I do not say 
that there should not be some reduction. I 
do not favor levying taxes unnecessarily, 
but I think we ought to go about the re- 
duction very carefully, and, as I stated, not 
until we find out how much we need.” 

Mr. Tawney expressed similar views, and 
said he would like to have the policy of 
public expenditures determined before pro- 
ceeding far in the direction -of reducing the 
revenues,

NAMED FOR COLLECTOR 


President Roosevelt Will Not Re- 
tain George R. Bidwell. 


Appraiser Wakeman Will Probably Be 
Replaced by George R. Whitehead, 
Long a Special Treasury Agent. 


George R. Bidwell of this city will be su- 
perseded as Collector of Customs at the 
Port of New York on or about April 1, 
1902, by State Senator Nevada N. Strana- 
han of Fulton, Oswego County, this State. 

It is quite probable that about the same 
time George R. Whitehead of Suspension 
Bridge, Niagara County, for a score of 
years a special Treasury agent, will re- 
place Wilbur F. Wakeman as Appraiser at 
this port. 

When the news reached the city yester- 


day that President Roosevelt had offered 
the Collectorship to Senator Stranahan and 
that the latter had accepted it, local poli- 
ticians were very much excited. Some of 
them thought they saw in the displacement 
of Mr. Bidwell another promise of strife 
such as rent the party when President 
Garfield appointed William H. Robertson 
of Katonah, Westchester County, Collector 
in face of the detrimental opposition of 
Senators Conkling and Platt, and which 
resulted in the resignation of those gentle- 
men from ‘the United States Senate. 

But such leaders as Senator Platt and 
Gov. Odell declare that they fear nothing 
of the kind now. 

Had President McKinley lived the proba- 
bilities are strong that Mr. Bidwell would 
have been retained and Mr. Wakeman dis- 
placed. That is the opinion generally 
shared by politicians. Mr. Bidwell had the 
backing of Senator Platt, who opposed the 
reappointment of Mr. Wakeman and in 
April last Mr. McKinley reappointed Mr. 
Bidwell, subject to confirmation by the 
Senate. > 

Since the accession of Mr. Roosevelt to 
the Presidency there has been much specu- 
lation regarding Federal appointments in 
New York City, and Senator Platt, Presi- 
dent R. C. Morris of the Republican County 
Committee, and others have made frequent 
visits to Washington concerning them. 

The news of the selection of Senator

He 
soon took a high rank as a debater. Leav- 
ing the Assembly, he was elected District 
Attorney of Oswego County. On the ex- 

{ration of his term he was elected to the 
State Senate, and is now serving his third 
term in that body. He is Chairman of the 
Committee on Cities and also a member of 
the Finance Committee and the Committee 
on Taxation and Retrenchment. 

Mr. Stranahan was Permanent Chairman 
of the convention at Saratoga that nomi- 
nated Mr. Odell for Governor.

Paying Teller’s Death Prompts Re- 
ceiving Teller’s Confession. 


George Zollinhofer Says that Harry Ee 
Corbett Helped Him to Steal Will 
iamsburg Institution’s Funds. 


Prompted, it is believed, by the knowle 
edge that the death two weeks ago of 
Harry E. Corbett, for eighteen years pay- 


ing teller of the Williamsburg Savings 
Bank, whom he involves as his accomplice, 
would lead to discovery, George Zollinhofer, 
for thirty-three years receiving teller of 
the same bank, has confessed to embezzle- 


ments estimated to total more than $60,000, 
and which it is thought may be found to 
amount to nearly $100,000. The bank, how- 
ever, will lose nothing, as it has bonds in 
surety companies to the amount of $140,000. 
Since this confession, which was made on 
Saturday, Nov. 9, expert accountants have 
been at work on the books in the basement 
of the bank, assisted by Zollinhofer, who 
was turned over to the surety companies 


right after his confession. As yet he has 
not been placed under arrest. The Will- 
jiamsburg Savings Bank is situated at 
Broadway and Driggs Avenue, Williams- 
burg. 

Harry A. Corbett occupied apartments in 
St. Mark’s and Bedford Avenues. He was 
about forty-five years old, of slight build, 
and of a nervous disposition, and was al- 
ways of exemplary habits. The officials 
had implicit confidence in him, and also in 
Zollinhofer. His annual salary was $2,200, 
while Zollinhofer received $2,500. He was 
married, but had no children. 

For a long time he and his wife lived in 
the home of his father, Thomas H. Cor- 
bett, an electrical engineer, at 238 Jeffer- 
son Avenue, Brooklyn. About Sept. 1 they, 
took rooms in the St. Mark’s Avenue Hotel, 
Soon after he becamnie ill of typhoid fever. 
While recovering he left his room against 
the advice of his doctor, with the result 
that he contracted pneumonia and died on 
Nov. 2. His funeral, which took place from 
the home of his father, at 238 Jefferson 
Avenue, was attended by nearly all the offi- 
cers of the bank and the dead man’s asso- 
ciates. His place in the bank was filled by 
another employe. 

A week ago to-day Zollinhofer went to 
William Burns, the cashier, and confessed 
to him that he and Corbett had for more 


than two years purloined money belong- 
ing to the bank for the purpose of specu- 
lating in stocks, and that ae $60,000 had 
been taken. Gen. J. V. Meserole, the Presi- 
dent of the bank, was immediately sent for 
by Mr. Burns, and a meeting of the 
Trustees was called. The officers communi- 
cated with the surety companies for Cor- 
bett and Zollinhofer, and on Sunday a 
number of expert accountants were sent 
to the bank to examine the books. Al- 
though the examination is stili in progress, 
enough proof was found to show that Zol- 
linheter did not exaggerate the extent of the 
detalcation. Secrecy touching the : affair 
was maintained by the officers of the 
bank and every one of the employes. 

When Gen. Meserole was seen yesterday 
and asked for a statement of the defalca- 
tion, he said: 

‘* Harry EB. Corbett, a paying teller of this 
bank, was buried Nov. 6. He had been in 
the employ of the bank for éighteen years. 

“On Noy. 9 George Zollinhofer, a receiv- 
ing teller, and in the employ of the bank 
for thirty-three years, confessed to the 
eashier that he and Corbett, the deceased 
teller, had taken the funds of the bank, es- 
timating the amount at between $50,000 and 

60,000. 
: “The bank has bonds in surety companies 
covering the case, to the amount of $140,- 
000, and personal bonds to the. amount of 
$10,000 

“This bank has been in existence fifty 
years, and $240,000,000 have been received 
on deposit, and this is the first time that 
anything of this kind has occurred. 

‘The State law provides for creating 2 
surplus from its earnings to meet any con- 
tingency or loss in its business, from the 
depreciation of its securities, or otherwise. 
This bank has such a surplus, amounting 
to more than $8,000,000 over and above what 
it owes to its depositors. With the surety 
companies we are now examining the mat- 
ter, on the books and otherwise. For every 
dollar we owe the depositors we have $1.20. 

Asked whether criminal procectines 
would be taken against Zollinhofer, Gen. 
Meserole said he did not think the bank 
officials would take any such action, as 
the bank was secured of its losses by the 
surety companies. If any arrest is made, 
Gen. Meserole said, it would be done by the 
surety compantes, as the bank had dis- 
missed Zollinhofer from its employ and 
turned him over to his bondsmen. 

Zollinhofer is sixty years old, and with 
his wife and two children lives at 394 Van- 
derbilt Avenue. Neither Zollinhofer nor 
any of the members of the family could be 
seen last night. He has been in poor health 
for some time, and particularly during the 
last two months, his condition having been’ 
such as to lead his friends and the bank 
officials to believe that something was on 
his mind. Neither he nor Corbett ever 
showed any interest in horse racing or 
other sports, and for that reason the belief 
is strong that all the money stolen from the 
bank was sunk in Wall Street. 

After the funeral of Corbett his widow 
went to live with friend at 436 Quincy 
Street, Brooklyn. When a reporter called 
at the house last night a young woman 
who opened the door said that Mrs. Corbett 
was too ill to be seen, and that she would 
leave the city in a few days for her health. 
Mrs. Corbett, according to the young wo- 
man, does not know of Zollinhofer’s con- 
fession. 

The mother of Corbett was shocked when 
she learned of it. She declared that she 
could not believe her son did anything 
wrong. He had never done anything in all 
his life that would lead any one to believe 
he committed a dishonest act, she caid. 
He had always taken an interest in 
churches, and while he had not affiliated 
himself with any one in particular, he had 
made a point in attending regularly the 
services of the various churches in the 
neighborhood. 

At St. Mark’s Avenue Hotel it was said 
last night that while Corbett and his wife 
were there he paid all his bills promptly, 
and he’ seemed to have plenty of ready 
money, but was in no sense extravagant. 
All his leisure time was spent with his wife. 

George Zollinhofer, Jr., a son of the de- 
faulting teller, when seen at his home in 
Monroe Street last night, said his father 
had left town earlier in the day to go to 
the Adirondacks, where he usually re- 
mained over Monday with his wife and 
another son, the latter being ill. Mr. Zol- 
linhofer added that the last time he saw 
his father was a week ago, and that his 
father seemed to act as if something seri- 
ous was troubling him. His father did not 
tell him what the trouble was, and he made 
no inquiries. 

Notwithstanding the statement of Zollin- 
hofer’s son, it was declared by President 
Meserole that the defaulting teller was at 
the bank at 5 o’clock at work on the books 
with the expert accountants. 

The statement of the bank as submitted 
to the Controller of the Currency on June 
80 last showed assets amounting to $48,- 
615.961, and surplus on market value of 
securities, $8,217,612.

HIS ANNUAL REPORT 


Asks fer an Increase cf Line Of- 
ficers for Sea Duty. 


Recommends Larger Classes at Annap- 
olis and Urges the Need of an Effi- 


cient Naval Reserve.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Secretary of 
the Navy Long has submitted his annual 
report to the President. He begins by re- 
viewing the operations of the several 
squadrons, commending the efficiency of 
the squadron in Asiatic waters, and pro- 
ceeds by outlining the movement of vessels 
at the various stations. 

In speaking of the personnel of the navy, 
Mr. Long says: 

“The need of line officers for sea duty 
becomes steadily more pressing, and in 
case it should become necessary to man all 
the vessels of our present fleet the required 
number is not available, and I recommend 
that the number of Lieutenants be in- 
creased from 300 to 350, and that the limit 
of the number of Junfor Lieutenants and 
Ensigns be made 600. 

“I concur with the chief naval construct- 


or that there should be an increase in his | 


corps. With more ships to build there 
must be more constructors. Some increase 
in the corps of civil engineers is necessary 
in view of the great increase in yard and 
dock construction.” 

Regarding the enlisted personnel he says: 

“I cannot too earnestly call attention to 
the necessity for an increase of this most 
important branch of the navy. As with 
the offitérs, so with the enlisted men. The 
ships of the navy have been greatly in- 
creased in number, but commensurate steps 
have not been taken to provide the neces- 
sary crews for them. I recommend that 
the present enlisted force be increased by 
5,000 men, the Marine Corps by 750,. and 


that the office of Vice Admiral be re- 
vived.”

THE NAVAL RESERVE.

“Next to this will come the defense of 
the coast, and-for such purpose the Naval 
Militia will be essential. 

‘I see reasons for both organizations, and 
have heretofore done all possible to aid the 
Gne now existing—the Naval Militia, and to 
convince Congress of the necessity for the 
authorization of the other—the National 
Naval Reserve.” _ 

Referring to ordnance the 
states: 

“In order to gain greater ener uns 
have been increased in weight and dion, 
sions until it is believed that they have 
now reached a point beyond which it is ir- 
expedient tu go. Any further increase in 
their efficiency must be looked for in the 
use of heavier projectiles, and in the devel- 
opment of powders possessing higher )hal- 
listic properties than those now in use. 

**New types of five-inch and seven-inch 
guns have been made and tested with ex- 
cellent results.”’ 

Mr. Long recommends that the statute 
fixing the pay of the navy be amended by 
striking out the words ‘for service xven- 
dered during the war with Spain,’’ so as 
not to retard the promotion of any officer 
by the advancement of others over him. 

The capacity of the armor plants is now 
about 7,500 tons a,year of armor and rrep- 
arations are being made to increase the 
output to 10,000 or 12,000 tons a year. 


COAL FOR THE NAVY. 


With reference to coal the Secretary re- 
ports: 

“Owing to the unusually large demands 
made upon our, naval vessels, especially in 
the waters of the Philippines and Northern 
China, the quantity of coal used during the 
last year was greater than any year hereto- 


fore. While the best American coal was ad- 
vanced more than 50 per cent. on April 1, 
1900, it is gratifying to state that the aver- 
age cost to the navy during the past year 
only increased about 13 per cent. over that 
for the previous year. 

*“‘ American coal from the Atlantic Coast 
of the United States has been sent by the 
bureau to distant ports of the world, nota- 
bly Yokohama, Japan, and Pichilinque Pay, 
Mexico, wherever suitable storage can he 
obtained for it. In the Philippines Ameri- 
can coal is now supplied almost to the en- 
tire exclusion of other coal, and when other 
than American coal from the Atlantic 
Coast has been supplied to our coal depots 
at insular and foreign ports it is due to ex- 
ceptional circumstances making such action 
Oe Ta 

e yearly arrangement for the supp] 
of coal -to our ships in foreign ports yo 4 
been continued, with much advantage cs to 
economy and certainty of supply. ITifty- 
three ports are now covered by it. é 

“In the transportation of coal it has 
been impossible in some cases to obtain all 
the merchant tonnage needed to insure the 
needed coal supply. This difficulty has 
been overcome by the employment of vy 
eclliers manned by merchant crews \ of 
which there are now nine in commission.” 

“ The department recommends the consid- 
eration of a plan for a general naval ren- 
dezvous at some suitable place, to be inde- 
pendent of the navy yard, and, while in- 
cluding commodious barracks for the whole 
enlisted force, devoted also to the training 
of enlHsied men of the artificer branch of 
the service. The mechanical element is now 
one of the most important in the manage- 
ment of our ships; the machinery on ship- 
board is complicated and sometimes éeli- 
eate, and then men who run it should not 
be green hands, but trained to that serv- 
ice. This would make for both economy 
and orpielaner 

Mr. Long also recommends that the ninme 
of the League Island Navy Yard bechanged 
to ‘‘ Philadelphia Navy Yard,’ and that a 
change be made in the existing law, in the 
direction of making the pay of officers of 
the Army and the Marine Corps on the 
one hand and officers of the navy on the 


other the same. 
THE DEPARTMENT'S CIVIL SERVICE. 

One the subject of the civil service of 
the department, Mr. Long says: 

“The Navy Department bears witness to 
the utility of the present system of the 
civil service. It prevents favoritism and 
makes merit the test of entrance into pla-:e 
and of standing and advance in it, and the 
result has been a decided increase in effi- 
eiency. In some cases where the examina-

tions of the Civil Service Commission, 
which commission this department has al- 
ways found most helpful, have not been 
able to supply the nheode of the department, 
it has been permitted to adopt within itself 
the methods of that commission, thus rec- 
ognizing in local application the general 
beg a of what is now an approved re- 

With reference to the Naval Observatory, 
the Secretary reports: 

Attention is called to the first and very 
important report of the Board of Visitors 
to the Naval Observatory. I earnestly rec- 
ommend its recommendations to careful 
consideration. This board was created by 
act of Congress in March last. I believe 
its visitations will be found valuable in 
making the observatory efficient and in 
rank with the best institutions of the land. 
It appears that no other observatory in the 
world has the expenditure of so much 
money, but also that its results are not 
commensurate with those of some other 
observatories the expenditures of which are 
less. Its head should of course be the best 
astronomer, who has proper administrative 
qualifications, that can be found in the 
country. It is especially desirable that he 
should have continuity of tenure, and the 
observatory has undoubtedly suffered from 
frequent changes in its Superintendents.” 

The recommendation of the department as 
to the increase of the navy follows:

COURT OF INQUIRY 
WITNESSES TRANSFERRED. 


Some of Those Who Testified For and 
Against Schley Have Had Their 
Positions Shifted. 

Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Some of the 
witnesses in the Schley inquiry, both for 
and against Admiral Schley, have received 
orders transferring them’ from their pres- 
ent positions. The latest orders relating 
to any of them were given out to-day. 

Passed Assistant Surgeon C. M. De Valin, 
one of the Schley witnesses, who has a 
berth at Portsmouth, N. H., has been or- 
dered to the Rainbow, which will take him 
to the Philippines. Lieut. Mark L. Bristol, 


been ordered to the Kearsarge as aid on 
the personal staff of the Commander in 
Chief of the North American Squadron. 
To make room for Mr. Bristol, Lieut. Com. 
mander W. A. Marshall, who now holds 


that place, has been detached and sent 
home on waiting orders, These three or- 
ders have all been made public to-day. 

Some days ago Lieut. Commander W. H. 
H. Southerland was taken from sea duty 
and placed in charge of the Hydrographic 
Office. He was also a witness before the 
court of inquiry, called by the Judge Ad- 
vocate. 

Rear Admiral Evans, it is announced 
will be sent to the Asiatic station, and will 
be in line to succeed the command there. 
He testified at the court of inquiry. 

Rear Admiral Crowninshield, Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, is slated for the 
command of the European Squadron at the 
coronation of King Edward. He was rota 
witness at the court of inquiry, but fur- 
nished much valuable aid to the Judge Ad- 
vocate through his confidential assistant, 
Lieut. Ward, who until recently was ‘n the 
Bureau of Navigation, and who will be one 
of the Rear Admiral’s aides when he goes 
to Europe. 

Dr. De Valin testified about the bravery 

and coolness of Schley's bearing and denied 
the recurrence of the Hodgson colloquy. 
His testimony was mainly interesting, how- 
ever, because he intimated that the inter- 
est of the Navy Department was to prové 
Admiral Schley guilty of the charges 
against him. He said that Lieut. Ward 
had visited him in Portsmouth and tried to 
get him to say that the Hodgson colloquy 
occurred in his hearing. 
, gt was Lieut. Bristol who testified that 
the Brooklyn was 3,000 yards away from 
the Spanish ships during the battle of San- 
tiago. He gave much testimony on cther 
points injurious to Schley. Mr. Souther- 
land was the officer who testified that he 
notified one of Schley’s vessels of the 
whereabouts of the Cuban camp and land- 
ing. place at Cienfuegos, which Schley is 
alleged to have disregarded. 


Third Assistant Secretary of State. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—The President 
signed to-day the commission of Herbert 
Pierce of Massachusetts to be Third Assist- 
ant Secretary of State.

PHILIPPINE AGRICULTURE. 


Cabinet Discusses the Best Means of 
Introducing New Crops. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Considerable 
time at the Cabinet meeting to-day was 
devoted to consideration of the agricultural 
situation in the Philippines. From reports 
received by the War Department it is ap- 
parent that the vegetables grown there are 
“running out,’ and there is immediate ne- 
cessity for a general distribution of new 
seed. Secretary Root told the Cabinet that 
not enough rice, which is the great staple, 
was grown now in the islands to supply the 
demand for local consumption. 

Secretary Wilson-has decided to send one 
of the department's experts with a full 
corps of assistants to the islands to investi- 
gate the situation. Upon ascertaining the 
needs in respect to seed the department 
will ship to the islands such seed as may 
be required. It is expected that many 
things not heretofore grown in the Philip- 
pines can be poset there, and especial 
attention will directed to the growing of 
new crops. The seed will be distributed 
gratis. Although men from the Agricult- 
ural Department will do the work, they will 
be commissioned by the War Department 
for this purpose. 


Manila Chamber Wishes Pacific Cable. 


MANILA, Nov. 15.—The Chamber of Com- 
merce has cabled to President Roosevelt 
urging that the Pacific cable be laid and 


saying that the main object would be an 
immense increase of the rubber industry 
of the Philippines, estimated at $15,000,000, 


The Grant Off for Manila. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Nov. 15.—The trans- 
port Grant sailed to-day for Manila with two 
battalions of the Twenty-eighth Infantry, about 


100 recruits and a number of civilian passengers. 
Col. Mott Hooten is in command of the bat- 
talions, which were recruited at Vancouver Bar- 
racks. In the detachment are twenty-two offic

RECEPTION TO MR. REDMOND. 


Judges and Men of Prominence Greet 
Him at John D. Crimmins’s House, 


A reception was given last night by John 
D. Crimmins at his residence, 40 East Six- 
ty-eighth Street, in honor of John E. Red- 
mond, M. P., the leader of the Irish Na- 
tionalists in the House of Commons. The 
guests present included W. Bourke Cock- 
ran, Recorder Goff,..ex-Judge Martin T. 
McMahon, William R. Grace, Father M. J. 
Lavelle, Judge Morgan J. O’Brien, William 
McAdoo, Eugene Kelly, Martin J. Keogh, 
Thomas A. Emmet, Justice O’Gorman, Jus- 
tice Patterson, Justice Blanchard, Judge 
Bond, Lewis 8. Chanler, Edward Lauter- 
bach, and P. A. O'Farrell. 

It was late in the evening when Mr. Red- 
mond was invited to speak. He said, in 
part: 

‘When I came here years ago and asked 
your sympathy, you told us, and quite 
rightly, to go back and become united 
among ourselves before appealing to the 
Irishmen in foreign lands. I took your ad- 
vice, and now I come to you with the as- 
surance that the Irish people are at last 
absolutely united, and with this assurance 
we ask your sympathy and aid in the bat- 
tle for our rights. 

‘‘Now as to the campaign of the Na- 
tionalists. Our first aim is to secure for 
Ireland a system of free representative 
Government. We have never had any such 
thing as this. It means the constitutionally 
expressed will of the majority of the Irish 
people. The time has nearly arrived when 
we propose to free Ireland legislatively.”’ 

It was stated after the reception as quite 
likely that some plan of action to be 
adopted by the Irish-Americans in this city 
would be agreed upon, and that steps would 
be taken looking toward furnishing active 


and substantial assistance to the leaders in 
the Irish cause in the House of Commons. 


AMALGAMATED COPPER 
SUITS MAY BE COMPROMISED. 


Report from Butte, Mont., that Litigants 
Are About to Reach an 


Agreement.

HELENA, Mon., Nov. 15.—A Butte dis- 
patch says: ‘“ Recent developments lead 
many well-informed.persons to believe that 
mining litigation involving $100,000,000 or 
more, which has kept the Courts of the 
State busy for many years, will be prac- 
tically ended before the close of the year. 
From an inside source, information comes 


that Heinze has made up his mind to ac- 
cept the Amalgamated Company’s terms 
for the purchase of his properties. This 
means that he will not put up the political 
campaign he was planning for 1902. The 
story goes that an amicable agreement has 
been reached by which Mr. Heinze will dis- 
pose of all of his copper interests in Butte. 

Hitherto the only hitch in the negotiations 
has been that Mr. Heinze insisted upon be- 
ing recognized as the President of the 
Amalgamated. The price offered by the 
trust was satisfactory, but Mr. Heinze 
wanted a little more honor. He wanted to 
be in a position to humiliate some of his 
+ aaah aati allies as well as his ene- 
mies. 

Now, with a restricted demand for copper 
and new complications arising in the copper 
situation, Heinze is said to be feeling less 
aggressive. He contemplates, it is as- 
serted, a complete transfer of all his prop 
erties in Montana to H. H. Rogers. r. 
Heinze, it is said, was led to accept this 
course by his political advisers, who are 
watching affairs very closely throughout 
the State. Heinze’s strength is largely in 
Silverbow yoy Litigation has worked 
disastrously for Butte mercantile interests. 
Considerable money has been spent, it is 
true, in this legal warfare, but during its 
continuance thousands of men have been 
thrown out of employment and scores of 
idle men now crowd the streets in search 
of work, who might be employed were it 
not for the unfortunate litigation which 
has resulted in the closing down of many 
mines. The recent temporary suspension 
of work by the Amalgamated also tended 
largely to bring about a revulsion of feeling 
in this respect. Heinze’s interests here are 
insignificant, and outside of here they are

WOMAN’S ODD BANK ACCOUNTS. 


She Deposited Money in Trust for Two 
Sons Who, It Is Believed, Never 
Were Born. 


When Margaret Hunter died, in Febru- 
ary, 1895, there were found among her pa- 
pers several bank books representing ac- 
counts kept in the names of various per- 
sons: Margaret Brown, Margaret Hunter, 
Margaret Hunter, in trust for son Thomas; 
Margaret Hunter, in trust for son John, 
an so on, amounting in all to nine ac- 
counts. Three of these were with the Bank 
for Savings in the City of New York. The 
latter paid to the decedent's ancillary ad- 
ministrator the amount called for by the 
book in the name of Margaret Brown, 
which was Mrs. Hunter’s maiden name, 
but refused to pay the other accounts, 
which were those in trust for the two. sons. 

In an action brought by the administra- 


tor against the bank, it was shown that 
these two accounts were opened by Mrs. 
Hunter personally, and the claim of the 
administrator was that he was entitled to 
them because Mrs. Hunter never had any 
children. The account for the son Thomas 
was opened on Jan. 3, 1882, when the boy, 
according to a statement in the book, was 
nine years of age. Mrs. Hunter stated at 
the time she opened the account for John, 
~ re 22, 1883, that he was eleven years 
old,

The Appellate Division yesterday af- 
firmed a judgment for the plaintiff. Jus- 
tice McLaughlin, who gives the opinion, 
says: « 

“The evidence adduced upon the trial 
tended to establish that she had lived in 
the same house in Newark for nearly or 

uite twenty-eight years, and that at the 
time of her death she was between seventy- 
five and eighty years old. Therefore, if 
she had-sons, Thomas and John, and their 
ages were correctly stated in the books is- 
sued by the defendant, and this was the 
only evidence on that subject, they must 
have been born within five or six months 
of each other, about 1872 or 1878, and at a 
time when she lived in the house where she 
died. No witnesses were produced who had 
ever seen these chiidren, or either of them, 
or in fact, any children belonging to her, 
and no evidence whatever was offered to 
the effect that she had ever had children. 
The fact that none of the deceased's 
friends or neighbors were produced who 
had knowledge that she had children, and 
that seh must have been upward of fifty 
years of age when they were born, raises 
a strong presumption that she never had 
children, and that these names were used 
oo for a purpose known only to her- 
self."’ 

Justice McLaughlin also calls attention 
to the fact that Mrs. Hunter frequently 
declared to her friends and neighbors that 
she never had any children. 


NEW JERSEY BANK ROBBED. 


Thieves Used Dynamite and Got $6,000 
in Money and as Much in 
Securities.

SPRING LAKE BEACH, N. J., Nov. 15. 
~The large safe of the First National 
Bank at this place was blown open early 
this morning, evidently by professional 
ecracksmen, and $6,000 in cash and as much 
more in securities were secured. The loss 
fs fully covered by burglar insurance. 
Oliver H. Brown is President of the bank. 

The thieves gained entrance to the bank 
by forcing open a window in the Directors’ 
room. Then they used dynamite on the 
safe, blowing off both doors. The tools 
used to drill the holes in the safe had been 
stolen from the borough water works 
earlier in the evening. The thieves cleaned 
out the safe. 

The robbery was discovered at 4 A. M. by 
Harry Osborne, who lives opposite the 
bank. Osborne noticed the bank buildin 
in darkness, and at once surmised tha 
something was wrong.

MERIT ONLY WILL SECURE 
) PROMOTION IN THE ARMY 


Official Declaration Is Issued by 
the President’s Authority. 


‘Officers Frankly Told that They Are 
~ Likely to Injure Their Own Chances 
by Seeking Political Influence. 


WASHINGTON, Noy. 15.—It was an- 
nounced at the War Department to-day 
that the names of the officers to fill the 
vacancies in the grad¢ of Brigadier General 
will not be announced until Congress 
meets, as it is not deemed desirable to 
make ad interim appointments, In addi- 
tion to this statement, and in view of the 
great pressure that has been brought to 
bear, it has been deemed proper to make 
the following declaration: 

“The Secreary of War and the Presi- 
dent have had informal discussions on army 
matters on several occasions, and it is un- 
derstood that the President has expressed 
himself most positively on the use of po 
litical and social influence by officers, for 
the purpose of obtaining changes of sta- 
tions, leaves of absence, modifications of 
orders, &c. Of course, it is understood that 
officers often deem it necessary to have 
attention called to their cases by political 
friends for appointments, and especially 
cases of the young volunteer officers who 
recently have been appointed. 

“It is safe to say, however, that at no 
period in the history of our Government 
has the matter of record been used to such 
good purpose as during the present reor- 
ganization of the army, when the greatest 
possible care has been taken in the selec- 
tion of persons for appointment in the re- 
organized army. 

““The President has not hesitated to in- 
form Senators and others who have ap- 
plied.to him that no officer will improve 
his chances by sending his friends to an- 
noy the President in his behalf. On the 
contrary, the effect which will be produced 


probably will be directly opposite to that 
which the candidate hopes for. 

“Several Senators and Representatives 
have had some disappointment because the 
persons in whom they are interested have 
not received the appointments and stations 
applied for by them, but the Administra- 
tion as a whole is evidently of the opinion 
that the good sense and judgment of public 
men will lead them to the same conclusion 
as that arrived at by the President and 
Secretary of War, that is, if a system of 
records be thoroughly established at the 
War Department showing the progressive 
work of officers from year to year, it will 
be far better for the officers and men, as 
well as public officials, that such a regis- 
ter be made the guide for selections, de- 
tails, &c., rather than influence. 

“The appeals of individuals to their Con- 
gressmen for their personal assistance in 
matters above enumerated necessitates 
public men giving up a great deal of their 
time in locating the proper office at which 
to apply ‘for information and the filing of 
appeals. This takes them away from their 
legitimate duties while Congress is in ses- 
sion and also interferes greatly with the 
public business of the departments. It is 
fully recognized by public officials that the 
Propet men in the first instance to estab- 
ish the character of an applicant for of- 
fice are the Senators arid Representatives 
from their own home, and it is eminently 
just and proper. that their influence should 
be respected and they should be responsi- 
ble for the character of the persons recom- 
mended for office; but once in the public 
service, it is only fair to the Administra- 
tion that, not only army officers, but all 
other classes of public office-holders should 
rely upon their own merits and not upon 
the further use of political influence.” 


WINTER CRUISE OF THE 
NORTH ATLANTIC SQUADRON. 


Will Visit the West Indies and Venezue- 
lan Ports—Speed Trials Scheduled. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 15--The Winter 

cruise of the North Atlantic Squadron, 

which begins on the 25th of this month, 
will be a notable one, for the vessels of 
the squadron will stop at Charleston for 
four days during the exposition, and visit 

Cuba, Porto Rico, the Isthmus of Panama, 

Colombia, Trinidad Island, on the north- 

east coast of Venezuela, and the Danish 

West Indies. 

After a five days’ stay at Havana the 
squadron will proceed to Matanzas and 
then to Culebra Island, Porto Rico, dr- 
riving at the latter point two days before 
Christmas. Here the squadron will lie for 
a full month, and then visit, in turn, Port 
America, Mayaguez, Samana Bay, and Gu- 


og arriving at Cienfuegos on Feb. 
20, 1902. 

On Feb. 24 the squadron will weigh an- 
chor and sail almost due south for Colon, 
arriving there on the’ 28th. On the 4th of 
March the vessels will leave for Cartha- 
gena for a three days’ stay, and then sail 
to Trinidad, arriving there on March 10, 
and remaining five days before starting 
north. After a stop at Martinique the 


squadron will proceed to St. Thomas and | 


St. John and then to Culebra Island and 
San Juan, which point they will leave on 
April 21 for New York. 

An important feature of the itinerary 
made public to-day is: the provision for 
speed trials which will be run by each ves- 
sel of the squadron off Barren Island be- 
fore starting south. This will be a new 
practice, instituted at the instance of En- 
gineer-in-Chief Melville, and is for the pur- 
ose of ascertaining whether the vessels 
have deteriorated in any respect. 


GOLD MEDAL FOR NAVAL HERO. 


Lieut. Newcomb Receives Unique Honor 
for Valor in Spanish War. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—The only gold 
medal authorized by Congress for heroic 
conduct during the war with Spain was 
forwarded to-day to Lieut. Frank H, New- 
comb, now located at Patchogue, N. Y., by 
Assistant Secretary Taylor of the Treas- 
ury. During the Spanish war Lieut. New-

Goddess of War looking down upon 
the scene of rescue, and on the other side 
by a representation of Fame writing the 
story of the deeds of Lieut. Newcomb and 
his crew. In forwarding the medal to him, 
Secretary Taylor said: 

“ Yours is the proud distinction of being 
the only commissioned officer of any serv- 
ice to whom Congress awarded a gold med- 
al for heroism in battle during the war with 
Spain. I take pleasure in presenting to you 
ahe medal awarded and in congratulating 
you upon the recognition thus bestowed by 
the National Legislature." 


MEGAPHONE MESSAGES AT SEA. 


Secretary Long Issues an Order Requir- 
ing that a Record Be Kept. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Secretary Long 
has issued an order, under date of Nov. 4, 
intended to prevent, so far as possible, fut- 
ure failures to report megaphone messages. 
This order requires a smooth signal record 
book to be carried by all vessels, in which 


shall be kept a record of all. signals of an 


official nature and all official megaphone 
or word of mouth messages, this record to 
be approved daily by the commanding of- 
ficer. The order reads: - 
“Upon no condition shall any page of 


this book be removed or destroyed. 


Mrs. Manderson Injured in Runaway. 

OMAHA, Neb., Nov. 15.—Mrs. Manderson, 
wife of ex-United States Senator Charles F. 
Manderson, was badly shaken up in a run- 
away to-day, and Charles A. King,, the 
coachman, received injuries from which he 
may die.

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INTERNAL REVENUE TAX 
IN THE PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 


Commissioner Decides that the Insular 
Possessions Are Not Exempt. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—The Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue to-day rendered 
a decision in which he holds that beer, 
whisky, and other articles of domestic 
manufacture subject to. internal revenue 
tax when consumed in the United States, 
are subject to this tax when shipped to the 
Philippine Islands. In this sense the Phil- 
ippines are held to be: domestic territory. 
Under existing laws articles subject to in- 
ternal revenue tax at home are relieved 
from the tax when exported to a foreign 
country, the exporter giving bond when 


the goods are withdrawn, which is can- 
celed when satisfactory proof is furnished 
that they actually have been landed in for- 
eign territory. 

Under a ruling made some weeks ago by 
the Commissioner the Philippines have 
been regarded, for purposes of internal rev- 
enue taxation, as foreign territory, and 
therefore the whisky, beer, cigars, &c., 
which have been shipped to the islands 
have been exempted from taxation. Under 
the present ruling the tax in all cases will 
be exacted before shipment. 

It is expected that exporters will pay the 
tax under protest, having in mind the 
‘‘fourten diamond rings case,” now pending 
in the United States Supreme Court, in 
which a decision is expected at an early’ 
date. This case involves the same question 
which has arisen in the consideration of 
the internal revenue tax cases, and if the 
court should hold that the Philippines are 
foreign territory for customs and internal 
revenue tax purposes, exporters will be en- 
titled to a refund of the amount of the tax 
paid. 

In response to a letter of inquiry sent to 
the Treasury Department by a well-known 
brewing company recently the Treasury 
Department made the following reply: 

The department is in receipt of your letter in 
which, adverting to a press dispatch to the. ef- 
fect that ‘‘ Within a week or ten days the Treas- 
ury Department will rule that the Philippine 
Islands are domestic territory,’’ you request to 
be furnished with the exact wording of the de- 
cision and state: ‘‘ As we understand it, beer 
shipped into the Philippines from America Is 
subject to a duty of about $4.20 (Mexican) per 
cask of ten dozen pints. We infer from the dis- 
patch, quoted above that this duty will be 
taken from beer, and tthat instead beer will be 
taxed in this country at the rate of $1.60 per 
barrel of thirty-one gallons.’’ 

In reply, I have to inform you that the de- 
partment does not contemplate making any such 
ruling as you refer to. The question involved is 
now pending before the Supreme Court, and 
cannot be officially determined by any other 
branch of the Government. At the present time 
all questions relating to the collection of duties 
on importations into the Philippines come within 
the jurisdiction of the Secretary of War; the 
rates are fixed by him, and his agents collect 
the revenue. 

This department {is advised that the products 
of all countries pay the- same duties as those 
assessed upon goods from the United States. 
Under the customs laws the Treasury Depart- 
ment has been obliged to deny drawback on 
all articles shipped to the Philippine Islands. 

So much of your inquiry as relates to the re- 
mission of internal revenue tax on your pro- 
posed shipment has been referred to the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue, on whom the 
responsibility attaching to the remission of in- 
ternal revenue taxes primarily rests. 

The Commissioner having given his de- 
cision, there is nothing now for exporters 
to do but to wait for the Supreme Court 
decision. 


WILL STAY AWAY FROM 
RECIPROCITY CONVENTION. 


Charles A. Moore, President of the Pro- 
tective Tariff League, Fears the 
Free Traders. 

Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Charles A. 
Moore of New York has declared that he 
will not attend the reciprocity convention. 
The reason given is that he fears the con- 
vention is likely to fall into the hands of 
free traders, who will commit it to a radli- 

cal revision of the Dingley tariff. 

Mr. Moore's defection is considered very 
significant. He accompanied the late Pres- 
ident McKKinley when the latter made his 
trip to the Pacific Coast, and, whether 
rightly or rot, has been sign credit for 
urgiug him to advocate reciprocity as he 
did in his famous Buffalo speech. When 


the party came back from California Mr. 
Moore, who is President of the American 
Protective Tariff League, gave out an in- 
terview in which he favored establishing 
reciprocal tradé relations with other coun- 
tries, and hinted strongly that Mr. McKin- 
ley held the same views. The Buffalo 
speech showed that Moore knew whereof 
he spoke, and his importance in the tariff 
discussion was increased poco. 

It is said some Philadelphia and Pittsburg 
delegates will also remain away. It is un- 
derstood that they have grown suspicious 
that the free traders are to run.the con- 
vention and adopt a radical programme 
whieh will put the various elements by the 
ears. 


D. 0. HAYNES’S DISCLAIMER. 


Declares He Did Not Say President 
Would Ignore Tariff Revision in 
His Message. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 15.—D. Q. Haynes of New 
York, who is in Chicago to-night, said in an 
interview that the published reports of his 
remarks last Wednesday evening in St. 
Paul about President Roosevelt’s views on 
tariff legislation were incorrect. “Of 
course I did not say that the President 
gave the positive assurance that he would 
make no reference to revision of the tariff 


in his forthcoming message,’ said Mr. 
Haynes. 


“IT called .upon President Roosevelt 


to ask him to make, if possible, a rec- 
ommendation for a _ permanent _ tariff 
commission. The President stated that he 
could not include this subject in his mes- 
sage without discussing it with leading 
members of Congress, and because he would 
naturally be conservative in the recom- 
mendations he makes in his first message. 
‘But,’ he continued, ‘I am in sympathy 
with any movement tending to put the re- 
vision of the tariff on a more scientific 
basis, and I expressed my views on te 
subject in my address before the Home 
Market Club in Boston last April.’ ”’ 


OPPOSED TO RECIPROCITY. 


Senator Gallinger Wants No Tariff Con- 
cessions to Other Countries. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Senator Gal- 
linger of New Hampshire, who was one of 
the President's callers to-day, not only op- 
posed a revision of the tariff, but also any 
tariff concessions to other countries through 
reciprocity treaties. He is especially hostile 
to any treaty looking to the reduction of 
duties on Canadian imports. 

‘We sell three times as much to Canada 
as the Dominion sells to us,’’ said he to-day 
at the White House. ‘‘Why should we 
make concessions? In my opinion chere 
will be no reciprocity treaty with Canada. 
I was in Toronto recently, and heard Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, the Canadian Premier, say 
in a speech that Canada was through with 
sending delegates to Washington looking 
for trade concessions. He saidsthat if nego- 
tiations were to be resumed we would have 
to take the initiative.”’ 5

Mighty Kruppized Stee! Target Un- 
injured by the Shell. 


——_—_————— 


THE INVENTOR DISAPPOINTED 


Wir. Gathmann Declares the Dry Gun 
Cotton Was imperfectly Packed and 
that the Projectile Was 
Defective. 


The Gathmann gun, a piece of ordnance 
that its inventor, Louis Gathmann, claims 
is the most destructive engine of war ever 
constructed, was fired at 2:15 P. M. yes- 
terday at the Government proving grounds 
on Sandy Hook. A specially constructed 
target, which was said to be of sufficient 
strength to the resisting force 
of a modern battleship, received the im- 
pact of the projectile. When the smoke 
that followed the firing of the gun cleared 
away the target was found to be practical- 
ly intact. 

Immediately following discharge of 
the Gathmann gun a twelve-inch army gun 
was fired at another target, similar to the 
one that had been struck by the projectile 
from the Gathmann The shell from 
the army gun “ced the target and ex- 
ploded in the interi wrecking the target. 

Yesterday was the third day that the 
members of the Board of Ordnance and 
Mr. Gathmann and his friends have been 
at the Hook awaiting a favorable oppor- 
tunity to test the destructive powers of the 
gun. On the two former days a fleet of 
schooners that had anchored within the 
line of fire made the test impossible. Yes- 
terday the wind made a favorable change 
and the schooners got out of the way as 
quickly as they could. Then the officers 
in charge prepared tor the trial. 

When everything was in readiness Lieut. 
Morton of the Ordnance Department 
ressed a little electric button. A moment 
ater there was a roar, followed an instant 
later by the explosion of the shell against 
the 114¢-inch Kruppized steel plate of the 
target. Pieces of the shell flew in all di- 
rections, and it was thought at first that 
the projectile had destroyed the_ target. 
When the smoke lifted, however, the plate 
of the target, with the exception of a 
siight indentation where it had been struck 
by the projectile, was found to be unin- 
jured. The position of the target had 
been slightly changed by the force of the 
explosion, but it was hardly noticeable. 
tAfter the test, Mr. Gathmann, much dis- 
appointed, said that the reason the, target 
had not been destroyed was due to an im- 
perfect fuse and also to the fact that a 
smal] quantity of dry gun cotton had not 
bhéen packed close enough to the wet gun 
eotton. He said also that the shell fired 

as an imperfect one, and asserted his be- 
Mef that the test to-day will be a success- 
ful one. On the other hand, the ordnance 
officers are understood to have declared 
that the test yesterday was as perfect as 
it’ was possible to make it in accordance 
with the ideas of Mr. Gathmann. 

The Gathmann gun used in yesterday's 
test was an especially built piece of ord- 
mance, six inches larger in bore and sev- 
eral feet longer than any gun at present in 
use. The target was designed by Rear Ad- 
Miral Bowles. Chief Constructor of the 
United States Navy. It is made of plates 
of Kruppized steel, the hardest steel known, 
16 by 1714 feet in size, and 11% inches thick. 
Next to these plates are 15 inches of oak 
timber, then some battleship plates, ar- 
ranged so as to represent the interior of a 
battleship, the entire mass being banked 
By 1,000 tons of sand, which in turn was 

aced by heavy timbers. This was the 

rget that Mr. Gathmann expected his 
gun to destroy at one shot. He failed yes- 
terday, but according to the agreement 
made for the test, he will have a second 
chance. ;

This 
dry gun cotton did not ignite the wet 
gun cotton when the shell struck the tar- 
get. This failure of the gun cotton to 
act upon the explosive is thought by some 
to show that the gun is a complete fail- 
ure. 

The witnesses of.the test yesterday were 
a. mile away when the gun was fired. r 
Lieut. Morton touched the electric Dutton 
there was a puff of smoke as the powder 
used to drive th= projectile out of the gun 
expioded. There-was one more puff of 
smoke when.the dry guncotton exploded 
on the shell striking the target. As soon 
as the shell struck the officers and other 
who had witnessed the shot went by 
special train to the target. They found 
parts of the wet guncotton near by and 
some portions of the shell. This, with the 
slight indentation in the target plates, was 
the only evidence that a gun supposed to 
be in point of destructiveness the greatest 
ever built, had been fired. The second test 
of the gun is expected to take place this 
morning. 


CHILD CRUELLY INJURED. 


Italian Said to Have Held Its Arms in 
Pot of Boiling Tar. 


Horrible cruelty was charged against 
Antonio Panoni of 141 Mott Street by Mrs. 
Henrietta Langan of 205 West Twenty- 
sixth Street, who confronted him in the 
West Side Police Court yesterday with 
her seven-year-old son Henry by her side, 


with his arms bandaged from the finger 
tips to the elbows and his face white and 
drawn with agony. 

She said that as the child was on his way 
to school after the noon recess the Italian 
Seized him, and while he screamed and 
‘struggled, plunged both his hands deep 
into a pot of boiling tar which was being 
used to repair the pavement near the Ninth 
Avenue corner of their street. Several 
other children witnessed the act, she said, 
and when the little fellow’s tormentor let 
him go he ran home shrieking.

There 
was a man on the box driving, who leaned 
down and looked at her during the conver- 
sation which she held with another man 
who opened the door of the carriage and 
stood n the step to talk to her. 

This man asked her how they should drive 
to reach Millville. Miss Veale directed 
them and then started on home. As she 
did so, she says, the man leaped from the 
coach and grabbed hold of her and tried to 
drag her into the vehicle. She struggled 
and tried to scream, but he held his hand 
over her mouth. The girl is strong and 
vigorous and finally got her mouth free 
and screamed. Ag soon as she did so the 
man let go of her’‘and she dropped into the 
street, 

The mau leaped into the coach and the 
driver whipped up and drove off. As he 
did so men ran from the home and the 
nearby houses to Miss Veale’s assistance.

He sought to buy cartridges for a pretty 
pearl-handled revolver, which is also the 
property of Warden Johnson. He had plen- 
ty of money both for this purpose and for 
a hearty breakfast and cigars at the. vil- 
lage hotel, as the Warden's vest had con- 
tained $7 or $8 in bills in one of its pockets. 
Before leaving the prison Norton also took 
care to rifle the purses of several of Mrs. 
Johnson's women guests. 

Norton goes back to close confinement, 
instead of to the freedom of the Warden’s 
house and grounds, which he had enjoyed 
as a “trusty’’ employed in the Warden’s 
kitchen for a long time. 

He had posed as a first-term man, and 
would have been paroled after the first of 
the year. His escape has disclosed the 
fact that he has served several terms in 
the Kings County Penitentiary and the 
House of Refuge, and has a criminal reccrd 
of nearly thirty years. 


RICH COUNTY SUPPLIES. 


| Charges of Extravagance in Westches- 

ter—Supervisors Provided with the 

Costliest Conveniences. 

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Nov. 15.—Rich 
supplies have, as usual, been distributed 
among the thirty-six members of the West- 
chester County Board of Supervisors by 
the articles this year in- 
cluding gold mounted fountain pens of the 
make costing $6 apiece, pocket 
knives containing scissors, button hooks, 
and a number of other surprising attach- 
ments, each in a fancy case, at $5 apiece, 
ink erasers at $1 apiect,.and any quantity 
of fine stationary and other elaborate des 
equipments.

GEORGE L. RIVES T0 BE 
CORPORATION COUNSEL 


His Selection Announced by Mayor- 
Elect Low. 


New Official Says His Policy in Making | 
Appointments Will Resemble That 
Outlined by Mr. Grout. 


announced yesterday 
the appointment of George L, Rives as 
Corporation Counsel. In making the an- 


nouncement Mr. Low said: 

‘It gives me pleasure to announce that 
the Hon. George L. Rives has accepted my 
invitation to become Corporation Counsel 
after Jan. 1. Mr. Rives was President of 
the commission appointed by Gov. Roose- 
velt that made the revision of the charter 
which goes into effect at the beginning of 
the year. He therefore, exceptionally 
wel! equipped for the interpretation of that 
instrument. He has been for five years a 
member of the Rapid Transit Commission 
and his intelligent co-operation is therefore 
assured for the forwarding of all the in- 
terests of the city that come under this 
head. He has also “been from the begin- 
ning one of the Trustees of the Public Li- 
brary. 

‘Mr. Rives was formerly First Assist- 
ant Secretary of State under the Adminis- 
tration of President Grover Cleveland, and 
it is interesting to recall that in the final 
ballot of the Fusion Conference Commit- 
tee, when I was selected as the Fusion can- 
didate for Mayor, votes were divided be- 
tween Mr. Rives and myself. 

“This appointment has been made first 
of all because questions requiring the dis- 
cussion of the charter as it affects every 
office are' likely to arise at any moment. 
Mr. Rives authorizes me to say that any 
officer already elected, or any officer here- 
after appointed, may consult him upon 
questions of this character, in case of need, 
at any time between now and Jan. 1.” 

Mr. Rives was seen after the announce- 
ment of his appointment, and talked freely 
about the policy he would pursue when he 
takes charge of the Corporation Counsel's 
— With regard to appointments he 
said: 

“T shall follow very closely the policy 
outlined by Mr. Grout with regard to the 
patronage at his disposal. Those whom I 
find are competent and able to perform 
the duties of their office acceptably will 
be retained. Every new appointment which 
I make will be made with the sole regard 
to fitness. I shall make a careful study of 
the qualifications of every man who is 
employed in the Corporation Counsel's of- 
fice on Jan. 1, and any assistant who I 
find is not a good lawyer will be removed 
to give place to a man who is fully com- 
petent. I believe it was Justice Jerome 
who said that ‘ previous condition of servi- 
tude would alone stand in the way of re- 
appointment,’ and I indorse that sentiment. 

‘In making appointments I intend to 
consider a man from every point of view. 
If a candidate were conspicuously desira- 
ble I would certainly appoint him without 
regard to his politics. Il regard the office 
of Corporation Counsel as a purely profes- 
sional office, and one into which the quali- 
fications of a man to perform the duties 
which he will be called upon to: perform 
should be the sole test of his eligibility. I 
have known the present Corporation Coun- 
sel, Mr. Whalen, for years, and feel sure 
that he will render me cheerful assistance 
in any investigation I may wish to make 
into the conduct of the office.”’ 

Speaking of the change in the new char- 
ter which deprives the Corporation Counsel 
of a vote in the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, Mr. Rives said: 

“Of course I had no thought of ever be- 
coming Corporation Counsel myself when 
that action was taken. Personally, I am 
glad to have my responsibility purely pro- 
fessional. I shall be simply a legal ad- 
viser. The city will be my client.” 

Mr. Rives explained that the reason why 
the Charter Revision Commission deprived 
the Corporation Counsel of a vote in the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment was 
because the commission believed that only 
elected officials should be charged with 
control of the city’s disbursements and with 
questions of policy. Despite his statement 
that he was glad to be relieved of any re- 
sponsibility for matters of policy, Mr. Rives 
expressed some views which might come 
under that head. When questioned on the 
subject of excise, he said he considered the 
present excise law very unsatisfactory. He 
said also that he was a firm believer in 
home rule for cities. 

‘I think,”’ he said, ‘‘ that New York City 
ss be permitted to make its own local 
aws.”’ 

Asked as to his attitude toward the tax- 
ation of street railway companies and oth- 
er corporatiohs having franchises to oper- 
ate public utilities,4Mr. Rives said: 

“If any solvent person owes the city 
money I think it is the duty of the Corpor- 
ation Counsel to try to collect it; or if 
there is a reasonable ground for thinking 
that any person owes the city money, 1 
think that such person should be proceeded 
against.”’ 

The appointment was tendered to Mr. 
Rives several days ago, but he only made 
up his mind to accept it Thursday evening. 
In order to assume the office under the re- 
vised charter, it will be necessary for him 
to give up his law practice, as far as any 
litigation is concerned, and close connec- 
tion with all pending cases in which his 
firm is interested.

THE HANCOCK ASHORE | HOBO CLUB’S HOMAGE 


IN JAPANESE WATERS 


Third United States Transport to 
Meet Mishap There Recently. 


Sheridan and Warren Were the Other 
Two—The Congressional Party from 


the Philippines Again Delayed. 


NAGASAKI, Japan, Nov. 15.—Still an- 
other one of the country’s vessels has come 
to grief off the coast of Japan. The trans- 
port Hancock is ashore on the south side 
of the Straits of Shimonoseki, grounded on 
a sandy bottom. A German gunboat is CS- 
sisting her. This is the third time within 
@ month that a United States transport 
has met with misfortune in Japanese 
waters. 

The Sheridan has been detained at Naga- 
saki since Oct. 28 by a broken tailshaft. 
She had on board a number of returning 
troops and the Congressional party which 
had been visiting the Philippine Islands, 
The Warren left Nagasaki on Nov. 3 with 
the Congressional party, 318.sick and in- 
sane soldiers, 72 naval officers and men, 
and 118 casuals, 23 cabin passengers, and 
28 prisoners on board, all of whom had been 
transferred to her from the Sheridan; but 
it was announced from Manila on Nov. 5 
that the Warren, too, owing to an accident 
in the Inland Sea, would also have to be 
docked at Nagasaki. 

The Hancock, as was announced from 
Washington Nov. 6, having then just ar- 
rived at Manila, had been coaled and dis- 
patched to Kobe, Japan, where the Warren 
then was, to take the latter's passengers to 
San Francisco. Arriving at Nagasaki cn 
Nov. 12, according to a dispatch from 
Washington, the Hancock was to sail on 
Wednesday, Nov. 13, with the belated res- 
sengers of both the Sheridan and the War- 
ren. This dispatch also said that the {Sher- 


idan was out of dry dock, and would be re- 
paired so that she might sail about Nov. 16. 

In the Congressional party originally were 
Senators Bacon of Georgia and Dietrich of 
Nebraska, and Representatives Mercer of 
Nebraska, Smith of Illinois, Burleson of 
Texas, De Armond of Missouri, Driscoll of 
New York, Gaines of Tennessee, Green of 
Pennsylvania, and Weeks of Michigan. 
Senator Dietrich returned to the United 
States some time ago. 

The Straits of Shimonoseki separate Hon- 
do from Kioo-Sioo and connect the Inland 
Sea ‘with the Sea of Japan. At one yoint 
the channel is only a quarter of a mile 
wide. 

The Hancock was formerly the fast ccean 
liner Arizona of the Guion Line. 


Passengers to Return on the Sheridan. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Orders were 
cabled from the War Department to-day 
directing the Quartermaster at Nagasaki 
to utilize the Sheridan to bring the passen- 
gers of the Hancock to the United States. 
The Sheridan will be ready to sail on the 
17th, according to advices received at the 
department. It is expected that she will 
bring the Congressional party, the sick, and 
the important mail now on the Hancock. 
Naval Reserve Steamer Hawk Ashore. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Nov. 15.—During the 
heavy northwest gale of last night the 
United States naval reserve steamer Hawk, 
anchored inside the breakwater, dragged 
her anchors and was driven ashore on a 
sandy bottom. Lines thrown to the vessel 
by tugs were broken again and again. It 
is believed the vessel can be pulled off 
without serious damage when the storm 
subsides. 


NOAH RABY IS BLIND. 
Old Man, It Is Said; Will Be 130 Years 
Old in April. 

NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., Nov. 13.— 
Noah Raby, who, it is said, will be 130 
years old next April, is blind. The old 


man was attacked with measles last Sum- 
mer, and lost his sight from its effect. 

At the poorhouse in Piscataway Town- 
ship, where he makes his home, Noah has 
arranged a long wire to which is attached 
an iron hook. The wire is stretched from 
the main building to a post. With this as 
a guide the centenarian takes a daily walk 
in the fresh air.

Deputation in Two Coaches Fol- 
lows Capt. Baker to the Grave. 


Half a Hundred Tattered Nomads Im- 
poverish Themselves for This and 
to Buy Flowers. 


Capt. William H. Baker, professional 
‘“‘hobo’’ and founder and President of the 
Hobo Club of Mulberry Street, who died 
Wednesday in the Hudson Street Hospital, 
was buried yesterday afternoon in the 
Government plot in Cypress Hill Cemetery, 
where old soldiers are given free lodging 
pending the sounding of the last bugle 
call. 

His body was followed to the grave by 
eight ragged put loyal friends and fellow- 
members of the Hobo Club, who rode in 
state in two coaches. This last feature of 
the funeral had been added voluntarily by 
the Hobo Club as a fitting tribute to the 
dead chief, and at an expense that severely 
taxed the resources of the organization. 
Half a hundred ragged men, many of whom 
had slept in doorways during the night 
before on account of this sacrifice, were 
the contributors. The funeral took place 
from the undertaker’s chapel of Charles 
Bacigalupy, at 26% “Mulberry Street, which 
is directly across the street from the 
headquarters of- the Hobo Club. 

The club did its full duty toward its 


founder and leader. From the very day 
that the old man was injured fatally by a 
Third Avenue car, his tellow-hoboes saw 
that he wanted for nothing. ‘There was 
little that they could do during his last 
hours of life, however, for the old man 
was delirious most of the time. The ofti- 
cial eftorts of the club to smooth his last 
hours were summed up in the report made 
Wednesday night to the members by “ Big 
Siim’’ Kennedy, the Secretary. 

‘“*l°went to de hospital to see ‘im,”’ said 
Kennedy, ‘“‘ but I sees right off dere was 
not much ‘at I could do. I slipped him a 
piece o’' money an’ tol’ ’im to pass it along 
to de nurse, an’ maybe she'd give ‘im little 
extras, but Cap’ wus off his nut a little, 
an’ said he didn’t want de money. ‘ Why 
aidn't you bring along them two plug hats 
l ordered?’ he shouted, an’ then went an 
to talk about de comin’ Hobo Club dinner. 
‘All right, Cap,’ says I, ‘I'll go right out 
and get de dicers, an’ don't you worry.’ 
Den de ol’ man closed his lids an’ fell into 
a sleep, and I made a sneak.”’ 

And a little later the hobo 
dead, 

At a meeting of the club held Thursday 
evening, Capt. Niles O’Neil, Vice President 
of the organization and credited with hav- 
ing once held a commission in the German 
Army, delivered a eulogy upon the dead 
President of the club and called for con- 
tributions, In all $3 was raised and turned 
over to a committee composed of sig 
Slim ’’ Kennedy and ‘ Square Head”’ An- 
derson for the purchase of flowers. 

All day yesterday the body of the 
old soldier lay in its coffin in the queer 
little Italian chapel that all who so de- 
sired might look upon the dead. Death 
had brushed the seams and marks of the 
‘*hobo”’ from the tace of Capt. Baker. He 
was neatly attired in a b.ack suit, and 
about his neck was a clean white collar and 
white silk tie. With his fine high brow 
and his clear-cut features framed in a 
snowy beard, he looked like some old 
Statesman asleep. On the lid of the coffin 
was a metal shield bearing the inscription: 
“William H. Baker, ‘died Nov. 13, 1901, 
aged seventy-two years.’ At the foot of 
the casket was a piliow of chrysanthe- 
mums and roses on which was traced, 
‘Our Chief.'’ These were the three dol- 
lars’ worth of flowers that impoverished 
the devoted members of the Hobo Club. 

At 2 o’clock the members filed across 
the street and took a last look at the dead. 
They filled the little chapel to the door, 
and with bowed heads iistened to the onty 
funeral oration delivered. This was by 
“Big Slim’ Kennedy. 

** Boys,” said Kennedy, clearing his 
throat, ‘‘here’s Cap'n Baker gathered 
home at last. I don’t know as any of youse 
will dispute me when I| say that he was a 
all-round man *'—then, catching his breath, 
he added—" through an’ through." 

Then the coffin lid was screwed on while 
some of the men shuffled out with tears 
in their eyes. 

Then the body was placed in the hearse, 
while half a hundred ragged men stood 
with bared heads. The vagrant @ind sa- 
luted its vagrant brothers, and by its whis- 
pered breath drew the little knot of men 
closer together, but none moved until the 
procession started. 

In the first coach were the pall bearers, 
‘Big Slim’ Kennedy, Capt. Niles O'Neil, 
‘* Square Head ’”’ Anderson, and ** Tin Box ”’ 
Richards. In the second coach were ‘ Hol- 
land John,”’ ‘‘ Jack the Plumber,” and 
“ Big John”’ Kelly. 

As the funeral procession started for the 
Roosevelt Street Ferry Bacigalupo, the un- 
dertaker, opened the carriage doors of the 
mourners and gave each man 2 cents. 
‘* For booze,’’ he said, sententiously; *‘ It'll 
be cold out there.”’

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CUSTOMS $100 LIMITATION LAW. 


C.°C. Shayne Attributes to It Much of 
Present Prosperity of Merchants. 


In his arhual report to the Merchants and 
Manufacturers’ Board of Trade, just ren- 
dered, President C. C. Shayne discusses at 
length the results on customs revenues of 
the operation of the one-hundred-dollar iim- 
itation law. 

Mr. Shayne says that for ten years prior 
to the enaqtment of the law $125,000,000 
worth of merchandise was imported annual- 
ly without payment of duty, being brougnt 
into the country by tourists ‘ for their per- 
sonal use."" He says that at the present 
time 1,000 per cent. more is collected in 
duties on such merchandise than before the 
one-hundred-dollar limitation law was en- 
acted, while the total annual amount of 
such imports’ has decreased from $125,000,- 
000 to $50,000,000. To this reduction Mr. 
Shayne assigns much of the present pros- 
perity of American merchants. 

Among the recommendations of Mr. 
Shayne’s report is one urging the restric- 
tion of immigration.

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FIGHTING TUNNEL NUISANCE. 


Committee That Will Ask the Health 
Board to Order Electricity Sub- 
stituted for Steam. 


The Park Avenue Property Owners’ Asso- 
ciation, which took’ up at a meeting 
Wednesday night the subject of nuisances 
connected with the New York Central tun- 
nel in Park Avenue, is already at work. 
The declared object of the association is to 
compel the substitution of electricity for 
steam as the motive power of New York 
Central trains passing through the tunnel. 
Its chief purpose is announced to be the 
preservation of Park Avenue from the 
present conditions, and still more obnoxious 
ones which it is said may result from 
changes in the tunnel now under conteme- 
plation by the New York Central. 

At a meeting of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the association held at the law office 
of Everett P. Wheeler, at 21 State Street, 
yesterday afternoon, a committee was 
named to present a petition to the Board 
of Health on Wednesday, demanding ef- 
fective action by that department which 
will be satisfactory to the members of the 
association. The Board of Health will be 
asked to rescind its original order of Aug. 
20 and to draw up one which will force the 
substitution of electricity for steam by the 
New York Central for tunnel trains. 

The committee which will present the de- 
mands of the association to the Board of 
Health will consist of Charles J. Barney, 
Myer S. Isaacs, George Ehret, Charles T, 
Kissam, Everett P. WheelJer, Clarence B. 
Smith, Major Charles BE. Lydecker, Charles 
Wehrum, Amory Leland, Thomas E. Crim- 
mins, Otto Horwitz, and others. 

After the meeting, Everett P. Wheeler, 
who is counsel to the association, expressed 
the opinion that the Board of Health has 
the power and is likely to take such action 
in response to the proposed petition as to 
make unnecessary any appeal to the courts 
by the association. 


TO RELIEVE CROWDED SCHOOLS, 


Brooklyn Arranging to Transfer Chil- 
dren to Less Used Buildings. 


The special committee of five appointed

Judge Moore Calls the Grand) 


Jury’s Attention to It. 
CONDEMNS COUNTY OFFICIALS 


Not Their Duty to Wait for Complaints 
—Ignorant of Violations of Law 
Purposely or Negligent De- 
clares the Judge. 


Ceunty Judge Harrison §. Moore of 
Queens County called the November Grand 
Jury before him yesterday and delivered a 
supplementary charge upon poolrooms and 
gambling and the duties of public officials. 
It is now thought that the President of the 
Borough, Frederick Bowley, will have an 
opportunity of placing the evidence he has 
gathered through private detectives before 
the Grand Jury, and that some of the 
county and borough officials may be asked 
to explain why for months poolrooms were 
conducted openly in various parts of the 
borough, and why “crap” games were in 
evidence close to the ferry to Manhattan. 

Judge Moore in his charge said: 

“Since your convening and retirement 
on the second day of the term of this court 
it has been brought to my attention that 
flagrant violations of the gambling laws in 
this county prevail, and prevail to an 
alarming extent. This comes to me through 
the public press, which particularly first 
attracted my attention to it Next it 
comes to me from complaints of individual 
citizens of good repute, who complain that 
these practices prevail in various localities 
in this county. Violations are said to pre- 
vail in Long Island City, Maspeth, and in 
the town of Newtown to the most serious 
extent 

‘‘Now, the people of this county, like all 
other counties, expend large sums of money 
to equip public officers whose duty it is 
made by law not to apprehend and punish 
for violations of the law alone, but to pre- 
vent violations of law, and the persons who 
are the officials and who are employed as 
watchers of the public peace have no justi- 
fication for their existence whatever, un- 
less they exercise proper precautions to 
prevent the violations of the law. 

‘‘The apprehension and conviction and 
punishment of violators of the law are ina 
sense secondary so far as they are con- 
cerned, but it is their duty, their sworn 
duty, and their lawful duty, to prevent as 
far as possible violations of the law. 

‘“‘Now, I might say that it goes without 
saying that these violations of the law to 
which I have referred could not possibly 
exist if these officers were alert and 
watchful and were discharging their whole 
duty. It is not enough for them to. say 
thut no complaints have been made to 
them. They are not employed and they do 
not exist to receive complaints. They exist 
to avoid the necessity for complaints, and if 
it becomes necessary for the citizens to 
seek and ferret out criminal violations of 
the law and to make complaints, then there 
is no justification whatever for the continu- 
ance in office of people whose duty it is 
made to prevent violations of law, and 
they should be held to a strict accountabil- 
ity for the occurrence of these things in 
the community. 

“There are other public officers whose 
duty it is to apprehend and punish for 
crime, and I want you to take this matter 
into consideration, and I want you to make 
a thorough investigation. .You have the 
power of the county at your use to send 
for persons and books and papers and 
everything that is requisite and necessary 
for you to ascertain whether or not these 
practices prevail in this county, to the end 
that you may present to the court by prop- 
er presentment the public officers whose 
duty it is to prevent and suppress these 
things in case you find that they have been 
neglectful of their duty. 

“Now, it is not enough for public offi- 
cers to say that no complaint has been 
made, or that their attention has not been 
called to it. Public oficers are elected to 
discharge those very duties, They are not 
elected, as I said before, to receive com- 
plaints, nor appointed to receive com- 
plaints. They are put into office to pre- 
vent this thing, and if they do hot know 
that it is going on, one’ of two things must 
be certain, either that they do not want to 
know it, or they are not discharging their 
duty. 

“Now, you are to see to it and examine 
into this matter; each juror comes from a 
different locality, and you may know the 
conditions in your own locality, and you 
may inquire as to other localities. You 
have to advise you the District Attorney of 
the county, who will undoubtedly respond 
to offer you any advice that you may de- 
sire. It is his duty to do it, and he will see 
to it that all subpoenas are served that you 
may issue to bring proper witnesses before 
you, that you may make a thorough. inves- 
tigation of this matter. 

“Do not let it be said that any offender 
escapes you who has been derelict in the 
discharge of his official duty. These prac- 
tices cannot prevail for any great extent of 
time in any county where the Grand Jury 
will see to it, and the courts and the pros- 
ecuting officer will see to it that offenders 
are punished.” 


GOV. ODELL IN TOWN. 


Says William C. Warren Does Not Want 
State Controllership. 

Gov. Odell came down from his home, in 
Newburg, yesterday to attend a private 
dinner given last night at the Metropolitan 
Club. The Governor said that the gentle- 


men who had arranged for the dinner were 
not in politics. It was understood that 
James W. Alexander was the principal in 
getting up the dinner. ; 

Gov. Odell was accompanied by his Mili- 
tary Secretary, Major H. K. Bird, The 
Governor took a room at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel. When told of Mr. Rives’s appoint- 
ment as Corporation Counsel he said he 
had no comment to make. He had only 
met Mr. Rives once or twice, he said, and 
then only for a few minutes’ talk on char- 
ter amendments. 

The Governor was informed about the 
talk of Col. John N. Partridge, the State 
Superintendent of Public Works, for Po- 
lice Commissioner, and was asked if he 
would be willing to spare him. 

“It is not a question of thy sparing him," 
he’ replied. ‘It is for Col. Partridge to 
decide whether he wants the office or 
not.” 

“It is understood that Col. Partridge has 
expressed his willingness to seriously con- 
sider the acceptance of the appointment 
if offered to him.” 

‘“‘So I understand.”’ ‘ 

Gov. Odell was asked if his visit to New 
York had anything to do with the appgint- 
ment of a new State Controller. He said 
it had not. With regard to the rumored 
candidacy of William C. Warren of Buf- 
falo, the Governor said he had Mr. War- 
ren's assurance that he did not desire the 
place. Gov. Odell said he had not talked 
with any one on the excise question. Asked 
how deeply he was interested in the pro- 

sed amendments to the law, he said: 

“That is a leading question. I must take 
refuge in the words of my friend Mr. Shep- 
ard and say, ‘ That's political.’ "

Found Dead in Bed in Union Hill with 


the Gas Turned On. 
Ernest Kunz, sixty-three years old, and 
Mary Kunz, his wife, fifty-eight years old, 
were found dead@ in bed yesterday at their 


Kunz 
was a carpenter, and he and his wife oc- 
cupied four rooms on the first floor. The 
gas in their bedroom was turned on full 
trom the single jet near the bed. 

It is believed that the couple had been 
dead since Sunday, though the odor of’ gas 
in the haliway was not noticed until yes- 
terday.

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CO-RESPONDENT LAYS 
CHARGES BEFORE A JORY 


First Action of the Kind in the 
Courts of This City. 


Mrs. Rae Schultz, Cited in the Rixa Di- 
vorce Case, Secures a Verdict 
In Her Favor. 


The first case ever presented to a jury in 
the New York courts under the new law 
that went into effect on Sept. 1, 1899, 
whereby a co-respondent in a divorce suit 
is allowed to frame issues in the suit and 
defend the action so far as the issues affect 
him or her, was tried yesterday before 
Justice Fitzgerald in the Supreme Court, 
and the co-respondent named was exoner- 
ated of all wrongdoing. 

The trial grew out of the complicated 
matrimonial troubles of Dr. Alexander Rixa 
and his wife, Johanna. Dr. Rixa had 
brought suit for divorce, and in her answer 
to the complaint in the suit Mrs. Rixa 
made counter-charges, in which she named 
Mrs. Rae Schultz, formerly Miss 
Wiener, as co-respondent. Dr. Rixa and 
his wife were married in 1885 and 
arated two years ago. 

Mrs, Schultz, through her counsel, Alex- 
ander Rosenthal of 3820 Broadway, ob- 
tained in the Supreme Court an order pro- 
viding that the issues in the suit concern- 


ing her be framed and tried before a jury. 
The chief reason which prompted Mrs. 
Schultz to join issues in the case was that 
Dr. Rixa had made no defense to the coun- 
ter-charges. of his wite. 

The first witness called yesterday in 
Mrs. Schultz's action was a private de- 
tective, who testified that he had shad- 
owed Dr. Rixa and had seen him visit a 
hotel with Mrs. Schultz, then Miss Rae 
Wiener, on Jan. 20, 1901. A few other wit- 
nesses were called, who failed to corrobor- 
ate the testimony of the detective.

PRIDE LED TO HIS. DEATH. 


Man Too Poor to Pay a Physician Died 
Rather than Accept His Serv- 
ices Free, 


Too poor to pay a physician and too proud 
to accept his services without paying for- 
them, Malcolm Van Alstine, about thirty- 
five years old, of 2/077 Crotona Avenue, 
was seized with a hemorrhage of the lungs 
in Nassau Street precisely at noon yester- 
day, as a result of a lack of medical atten- 
tion, and died almost instantly.

The false pretense consisted in a repre- 
sentation made in the letter that the Cen- 
tral University was incorporated under the 
laws of New Jersey. It was in¢orporated 
two years ago, but in July last complaint 
was made to the police that Norton-Smith 
was conducting an illegal business and 
selling diplomas to any one who was wilil- 
ing to pay his charge of $10. As no one 
could be found to whom he had sold a 
—— he could not be indicted. 

-Through his counsel he offered to cancel 
his act of incorporation if the authorities 
would drop the prosecution. Prosecutor 
James S. Erwin agreed to this, the certifi- 
cate was canceled, and Norton-Smith dis- 
appeared. Subsequent developments show 
that he resumed business almost imme- 
diately at 285 Grove Street. 

When arraigned before the Chief the ac- 
cused denied that he had written the letter 
received by Dr. Harrison, but in default 
of bail he was locked up. He will be ar- 
raigned ‘before Police Justice Hoos to-day.

The Rev. J. F. Goucher of Baltimore 
said that while he was the friend of the 
colored man, he could not help but know 
that it is at this time impossible to suc- 
cessfully conduct mixed schools, colleges, 
or churches, especially in the South, “It 
is not the fault of the black man,” he 
said; “‘it is his misfortune.”’ 

Bishops Hampden and Walden and Dr. 
Buckley spoke against the motion, after 
which, it was laid over until to-morrow. 
During the debate some of the speakers 
plainly intimated that the time was com- 
ing when the negro would have to retire 
from the Methodist Church as a co-mem- 
ber with his white brother, and organize w 
branch of his own. 


SISTER ; FOUGHT TO SAVE HIM. 


Young Clerk Wrenched Acid from Her 
and Died at Her Feet. 


Battling furiously with his sister, who 
would have saved him, John Kelsey, twen- 
ty-five years old, killed himself at the 
home of George E. Hoppie, at 251 West 
Ninety-fifth Street, yesterday by swallow- 
ing carbolic acid. He came from Pitts- 
burg, where his aged parents still live, and 
was the youngest of seven children, of 
whom Mrs. Hoppie was his favorite sister. 
He was employed in the office of his 
brother, Albert Kelsey, a stock broker, at 
53 Broadway. He lived in Sixth Street, 
Brooklyn, but went to his sister's home 
yesterday instead of to the office, going 
straight to her bedroom.

‘Oh, don’t, John,” she cried, and, spring- 
ae at him, seized the phial. They strug- 
gled for it, and some of the acid burned 
her hands severely. Then he jerked it 
away from her and swallowed what was 
left. Both fell shrieking to the floor. 

Dr. Elmer. Ellsworth Cary of 171 West 
Ninety-fifth Street arrived in a few min- 
utes, but the young man died as he reached 
him. Mr. Hoppie, who is also a stock broker 
at 52 Broadway, directly opposite Mr. Kel- 
sey’s office, said that his brother-in-law 
had killed himself in his house through a 
desire to die in his sister’s arms. 


TO ABOLISH PASSES. 


Railway Ticket Agents Will Have to 
Pay Fare After Jan. 1. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 15.—The Chronicle will 

say to-morrow: 

“After Jan. 1 more than 10,000 ticket 
agents inthe territory west of Chicago 
will be prohibited from requesting passes 
for themselves or members of their fami- 
lies over roads other than those on which 
they are employed. 

“Tt developed to-day that at the recent 
meeting of the executive officers of West- 
ern Roads in Chicago, when the-pass ques- 
tion in general was considered, sgeciai ac- 
tion regarding ticket agents was ken. In 
the new agreement for the coming year one 
of the provisions is that all applications for 
passes from ticket agents of other roads 
must be made through the general man- 
ager or the general passenger agent or 
other general officer of the road by which 
the applicant is employed, or must be in- 
dorsed by some one of them. 

“A further provision cates + any 
road issuing transportation icket 
agent of another line without sock applica- 
tion or indorsement by a general officer of 
the applicant's road ‘will be subject to a 
fine of $100 for each offense.”’

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SIX BRITISH YEOMEN: 
KILLED BY BOERS 


Surrounded While Reconnoitring 
Near Brakspruit. 


Column of Boers, Said to Have Been 
Under De Wet’s Command, Driven 
Off by Col. Byng’s Men, with 
Eight Killed. 


LONDON, Nov. 16.—A dispatch from Lord 
Kitchener, dated Pretoria yesterday, says 


that a strong patrol of yeomanry, while re- 


connoitring on Nov. 13 at Brakspruit, near 
Zeerust, (about 140 miles west of Pretoria,) 
was surrounded by 300 Boers and lost six 
men killed and sixteen wounded. Some of 
the troopers were captured and subse- 
quently released, 

The rear guard of Col. Byng’s column was 
attacked near Heilbron, Orange River Col- 
ony, on Nov. 14 by 400 Boers, said to have 
been under the command of Gen. De Wet. 
After two hours’ fighting the Boers retired, 
leaving eight dead on the field. Of Col. 
Byng’s column Lieut. Hughes and one man 
were killed, while three officérs and nine 
men were wounded. 

Two of Lord Kitchener's monthly re- 
views, dated Aug. 8 and Sept. 8 respective- 
ly, were published in The London Gazette 
last evening. They are chiefly summaries 
of wide, sweeping movements through all 
parts of the disputed territories, with the 
resylts as previously reported. An aston- 
ishing number of horses was «captured, 
those in August alone numbering 18,570, 
About 20 per cent. of these were fit for re- 
mounts, and others were brood mares and 
foals. 

Though admitting the disappointing re- 
sults of some of the operations, Lord Kitch- 
ener comments on them as follows: 

‘So long as this rate of progress can be 
maintained, there can be little doubt of its 
ultimate effect, even on an enemy to whom 


no — form of argument seems to ap- 
peal.”’ 

The reports further say that the system 
of chains of blockhouses at intervals of a 
mile, and sometimes less, along the rail- 
roads. was being extended. Besides de- 
fending the lines, these blockhouses hamper 
communication between different portions 
of the ‘Boer forces, and act as barriers 
against which to drive the enemy. 

Lord Kitchener says: ‘‘ The influence of 
the Boer leaders and their organized sys- 
tem of intimidation still keep in the,field a 
large number of burghers who, if left to 
themselves, would be ready to surrender."’ 

The writer favorably mentions several 
hundred officers, non-commissioned offi- 
cers, and men. 


IRISH PROPOSAL TO KRUGER. 


Nationalists Said to Have Offered Him 
a Seat in Parliament. 


LONDON, Nov. 16.—The Evening News 
yesterday said the Irish Nationalists had 
offered to Mr. Kruger a safe Parliamentary 
seat in Ireland. They hold, the paper add- 
ed, that, in consequence of Lord Kitchen- 
er’s prcclamation, Mr. Kruger is de facto a 
British subject.

British Explanation of the High Rate of 
Mortality in Them.

MIDDELBURG, Cape Colony, Oct, 25.— 
One hundred and eighty district mounted 
troops, composed largely of Dutchmen, 
with their arms and horses, surrendered to 
Smuts’s commando on Oct. 13. The Dis- 
trict troops fired most of their ammunition 
at long range, and then refused to fight 
further. Capt. Thornton, their commander, 
believes their surrender to have been pre- 
arranged. 


LETTER FROM MME. TSILKA. 


She and Miss Stone Suffering Great 
Hardships—Mr. Dickinson’s Powers. 
BERLIN, Nov. 15.—The Lokal Anzeiger 


to-day publishes a dispatch from Sofia to 
the effect that the husband ef.Mme. Tsilka 


has received a letter from his wife, in 
which he says Miss Stone and herself. are 
suffering great hardships, 

Mme. Tsilka expresses a belief that she 
and Miss Stone will be released shortly at 
or in the vicinity of Salonika, 

The letter is undated. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—It is said at the 
State Department that Consul General 
Dickinson has not been authorized to prom- 
ise exemption from punishment to the 
brigands who kidnapped Miss Stone as one 
of the conditions of her ransom. In fact, 
the United States Government has not au- 
thorized any promise whatever that would 
bind its hands in dealing with this subject 
in the future, or that would prevent it 
either from insisting on the punishment 
of the brigands or from lodging a demand 
for full indemnity for the money which 
may be paid as ransom for Miss Stone. 

There is no disposition to disavow any 
of Mr. Dickinson's acts, but the officials 
here are confident that he has not com- 
promised the case. Because of his diplo- 
matic rank it is left to Spencer Eddy, 
United States Chargé at’ Constantinople, 
to make any necessary representations of 
a diplomatic character, and that he is ex- 
ercing his functions in this direction is 
shown in the dispatehes | gyn to-day 
disclosing the character of the representa- 
tions he has been making to the Bulgarian 
agent at Constantinople. These repre- 
sentations indicate that the United States 
is laying the foundation for a claim that 
aoe is responsible for what has oc- 
curred.

Gen. André, the Minister of War, has 
consequently ordered all tinned food among 
army stores, whether French or American, 
to be sold, on the ground it would be better 
to have no stores at all than to depend upon 


canned provisions which would be found to 
be bad at the outbreak of a war.

KINGSTON, Jamaica, Nov. 15.—The Goy- 
ernment intends to levy a tax of 1 cent on 
each package of oranges exported.

SAW MORE THAN 400 METEORS. 


Watchers on Long Island Counted Many 


with the Characteristics of Leonids. 

PATCHOGUE, L. I., Nov. 15.—More than 
400 meteors, all having the characteristics 
of leonids, were seen last night and during 
the early hours of this morning from the 
observatory of Charles A. Post. The stream 
of meteors was observed by Prof. Rees of 
Columbia University, Mr. Post, Miss Post, 
and Miss Greenough, who maintained their 
vigil until daybreak this morning. About 
twenty camera exposures were taken, and 
Mr. Post was busy to-day developing the 
plates. Mr. Post said: 

““Most of the meteors were seen after 1 
o'clock this morning. Many of the trails 
were of a minute’s duration, and some last- 
ed two or three minutes longer. We count- 
ed more than 400 meteors having all the 
distinct characteristics of leonids. Some 
were as large as planets of the first magni- 
tude, and were very brilliant. 

*““Just before daybreak the shower was 
very heavy, three or four a minute appear- 
ing, and this kept up until daylight made 
them invisible, but we saw enough to satis- 
fy’ us that there are many left in the com- 
puted orbit, no matter what may have hap- 
pened to the old ball. Of course the ap- 
pearance of the meteors is a matter of con- 
jecture, and no doubt we saw one of the 
outside streams. The weather was fair, 
though the wind was troublesome for the 
cameras, At times the sky was obscured 
entirely, but between obscurations the dis- 
play was magnificent. Just before dawn 
th8re were many large fire balls.’ 


METEORS SEEN BY THOUSANDS. 


Great Showers of Leonids Recorded in 


Minnesota and Virginia. 

NORTHFIELD, Minn., Noy. 15.—Profes- 
sors and students of Carleton College re- 
corded and charted more than 1,000 me- 
teors last night. The shower began about 
11:30 o'clock and continued until sunrise. 

All meteors of any importance were re- 
corded upon specially prepared charts. The 
climax was reached at 5:18:02, when a 
brilliant meteor of magnitude minus 2 was 
seen to enter the constellation of Hydra. 
By accurate determination the trail lasted 
for 22 seconds. 


Several thousand large leonids were seen 
at Goodsell during the night. 


UNIVERSITY OF VIRGINIA, Va., Nov. 
15.—Charles P. Olivier of the Leander Mc- 
Cormick Observatory of the University of 
Virginia, while watching for the expected 
shower of leonid meteors, observed 84 1e- 
tween 4:50 o’clock and full daybreak this 
morning. Until dawn an average of one a 
minute’ was seen in spite of adverse atmos- 
pheric conditions. This shower was very 
much greater than that of either of the 
two preceding years, 


WATCHING LEONIDS AT HARVARD. 


The Sky Ablaze with Them for a Time— 
Four Hundred Sighted. 
Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Mass., Nov, 15.—The astrono- 
mers at Harvard observed about 400 leonids 
in the early hours of this morning ard 
took numerous photographs. This planet, 
earth, must have fallen in with a particu- 
larly numerous swarm soon after 4 o'clock, 
for during a half hour nearly a hundred 
flashed across the dusky sky. 

Many of them were tiny rocketlike wan- 
derers from the depths of space, soon en- 
gulfed and extinguished in the atmospheric 
deeps. But at intervals there came one 
that shone as brilliantly as Sirius or the 
fiery torch of Arcturus in the west. They 
were visible for several seconds, and moved 
with a greater dignity than their smaller 
fellows, and their luminous, dusty track 
lingered long amid the clustered stars. 
Most of them were of a yellowish hue, but 
occasionally there was a red or blue ;-hade. 


[HE NEW STEEL C2MBINATION. 


Steps Toward Its Formation to be Taken 
at a Meeting To-day. 

Capitalists from this city, Pittsburg, and 
Philadelphia, some of whom are at present 
identified with ‘‘ outside’’ steel manufact- 
uring interests, and others who have been 
identified with plants which were absorbed 
by the United States Steel Corporation, 
will meet to-day at the Waldorf-Astoria 
to take steps toward forming the new com- 


bination of steel companies. 

It was learned last night at the office 
of the law firm of Blymyer, Hobbs & 
Stover, 32 Broadway, which is looking after 
the legal details of the consolidation, that 
as a result of .almost daily conferences 
held at the office of the firm by those in- 
terested the plans had reached a stage 
where the signing of the articles of incor- 
poration might be looked for in the near 
future. 

The new concern will be incorporated un- 
der the laws of New Jersey, with a cap- 
ital of from $50,000,000 and _ §100,000,000, 
which, it is understood, will be increased 
so as to provide for the taking in of new 
‘plants. 

‘The new corporation,” said a member 
of the above law firm, ‘ wiil not enter the 
field to fight the United States Steel Cor- 
poration. Any statement to that effect 
which may have appeared is incorrect. 
Those entering the new concern are doing 
so simply as a matter of protection—they 
are, so to speak, getting out of the wet 
while it is yet time to do so. We hold that 
there is ample room in our markets for 
this new combine and those already in the 
field, In England, where a process of 
consolidation has been going on in the steel 
industry similar to the one here, there are 
four concerns controlling the steel output.

In time 
others insisted on Joining the movement, 
and the members of the little band decided 
to organize into a society. Throughout 
Brooklyn this society is known for its 
work at Christmas and the celebration 
Biven by the children is one of the most 
picturesque in that borough. Even the 
street railway companies have recognized 
the work of the society and have offered 
cars free of charge to the poor who come 
from a distance. 

The society will need 8,000 dolls to sup-

Of these, 1,000 have already been 
secured and have been turned over to 
volunteers who offered to dress them. Mrs. 
Percy Williams of the Clarendon Hotel 
has donated 500 dolls, and two Brooklyn 
ladies have offered to dress the entire lot.

I'll accept it, 


GEN. PALLAVICINI DEAD,

Noted Italian Veteran, Hero of Many 


Battles, Once Captured Garibaldi. 
ROME, Nov. 15.—Gen. Pallavicini, for- 
merly aide de camp to the late King Hum- 
bert, died here to-day. 


Emilio Pallavicini, Marquis della Priola, 
for many years a distinguished General in 
the Italian Army, was born at Ceva, in the 
Province of Mondovi, Italy, in 1825, He 
came of a Genoese family and was educated 


at the College of the Barnabites of Mon- 
calieri After being graduated from that 
institution, he entered the military academy 
at Turin. 2 

He fought as a volunteer throughout the 
Lombardy campaign in 1848-9, and in the 
latter year was the first to scale the walls 
of Genoa in the assault led by Mazzini. 
After the siege he received a edal of 
honor for conspicuous bravery. )In_ the 
Italian wars of 1859 and at the Pattle of 
pn Martino he again distinguished him- 
self, 

Some time later, at the assault on Civi- 
tella de] Tronto, his gallant conduct at- 
tracted the attention of the King, who con- 
ferred upon him another medal. During 
the revolution in Calabria he was Colonel 
of the First Regiment of Light Infantry, 
and made Gartbaldi a pris r at Aspro- 
montc, for which service he Was raised to 
the rank of Major General. 

Though one of the youngest Generals of 
the army, he was decorated with many 
medals of honor and the Cross of Saints 
Maurice-et-Lazare, and became Command- 
er of the Military Order of Savoy. He was 
wounded many times in battle, and it was 
said by his brother officers that during the 
short interims between the wars in which 
he was a conspicuous figure he fought ten 
duels. In 1 he was made an officer of 
the Legion of Honor.

THE NEW ASTEROID. 


Elliptical Elements Computed from 
Photograph Taken in Peru Last 
Summer. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 15.—Prof. Si- 
mon Newcomb 6f Washington and Miss 
Anna Winlock of Harvard University have 


computed the elliptical elements of a new 
asteroid discovered in.a photograph of the 
heavens taken at Arequipa, Peru, on Aug. 
14. Tlie photographic plate showed the as- 
teroid as having a declination of minus 60

The preliminary circular orbit of the as- 
teroid, computed by Miss Winlock, showed 
its daily motion around the sun to exceed

greater ellipticity than any other known 
similar body. hen discovered, the aster- 
oid was almost at its nearest point to the 
sun, or about 150,000,000 miles distant from 
that body.

Approaching Election of a Succes- 
sor to Bishop Littlejohn. 


Long Island Clergy Object to Canvas 
sing Work of Friends of Candidates 
—A Massachusetts Election. 


On the initiative. of the Rev. Henry T. 
Scudder of St. Stephen’s Episcopal Church, 
in Brooklyn, many members of the Epis- 
copal Diocese of Long Island have signed 
@ paper expressing their disapproval of 
canvassing work that has been done by 
the friends of men mentioned as likely 
successors to the late Bishop Littlejohn, 
whose place as the head of the diocese is 
to be filled by the convention in the Garden 
City Cathedral on next Wednesday. Bishop 
Potter of this city is to preach the sermon 
in memory of Bishop Littlejohn at the 
meeting, and the communion will be ad- 
ministered by Bishop Worthington of Ne- 
braska. 

The two’candidates for the vacant Bish- 
opric that. are most talked about are the 
Rev. Dr. James H. Darlington of Christ 
Church, Brgoklyn, and the Rev. Dr. Henry 
C. Swentzel of St. .LLuke’s Church, Brook- 
lyn. Others mentioned are the Rev. J. A. 
Vance of St. Michael's, also in Brooklyn; 
the Rev. Dr. Henry Lubeck of Zion and St, 
Timothy’s Church, and the Rev. Dr. C. T. 
Olmstead of St. Agnes’s Chapel, both in 
this borough. 

It is said to be unlikely, however, that 
any but a Long Island man will be choseg. 
There is a possibility that the election may 
fall to the Rev. Dr. S. D. McConnell of 
Holy Trinity, the Rev. A. B. Kinsolving of 
Christ Church, or the Rev. Dr. Reese F, 
Aisop, all of whom are Brooklyn ministers.

SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON. 


Notes of the International Series Selec- 
tion for Nov. 24, 1901, 
Copyright, 1901, by John R. Whitnay. 


SUBJECT.—World’s Temperance Lesson.— 
Isaiah, v., 8-30, 


GOLDEN TEXT.—Woe unto them that are 
mighty to drink wine.—Isaiah, v., 22. 


At the time he came before his people 
with this message Isaiah was a young man, 
probably between twenty and thirty years 
of age. We know nothing of his birth, or 
early years, excepting that he says he was 
“the son of Amoz,”’ (i., 1.) But we are en- 
tirely ignorant as to who, /|or_ what, 
‘““Amoz"’ was, It is evident, however, from 
the whole tenor of what is recorded, that 
he must have occupied a high social posi- 
tion, and that his son enjoyed the blessing 
of a carefui religious training. This son 
was also; evidently, a man of earnest, ob- 
servant, and enthusiastic temperament— 
one of those rare young men met with 
sometimes in every age, who are not car- 
ried away with the glamour of a prosperous 
worldliness with which they may be sur- 
rounded, but who in the flesh make the 
people of God their companions, and in 
spirit walk with God Himself. Cotempo- 
rary with Isaiah were the prophéts Joel, 
Amos, Zechariah, Micah, and Hosea, and 
he held close fellowship with them all. His 
home was in Jerusalem. 

When he entered upon his public minis- 
try as a prophet the kingdom of Judah was 
just recovering from,.a season of great 
prostration. Its armies had been defeated 
by the King of Israel, the walls of Jerusa- 
lem had been broken.down, and the Temple 
itself had been despoiled, because its King, 
‘“‘Amaziah, did turn away from following 
the Lord.” After this defeat Amaziah 
lived ‘‘ fifteen years,’’ (Second Chronicles, 
XXV., 22-28,) but the conatsy did not fairly 
begin to recover from the shock until after 
his son, Uzziah, ascended the throne. 

He was but a mere boy, sixteen years old 
at the time, (Second Chronicles, xxvi., 1.) 
but he was under the influenceof Zechariah, 
the High Priest, ‘‘and he sought God in 
the days of Zechariah, who had under- 
standing in the visions of God, and as long 
as he sought the Lord, God made him to 
prosper.’’ Second Chronicles, xxvi., 5.) His 
armies were everywhere victorious. Great 
attention was a to husbandry and the 
cultivation of e vine; commerce revived; 
pen ap secs hays eee ar and an era of 


great prosperity lasted for more than half 
a century. (Second Chronicles, xxvi., 3.) 


THE SEEDS OF DECAY. 


This prosperity, however, was largely in 
things merely material, ‘Wealth had 
brought the corrupting influences of lux- 
ury with it into the higher classes; military 
glory had fostered haughty pride in the 
people as a whole. Public virtue was de- 
caying, and the germs of a fatal degener- 
acy were visible in all classes alike.” 
(Geteie.) As is generally the case, however, 
in all of such worldly prosperity, there was 
no lack of religious devotion. The outward 
worship of God, and respect for His tem- 
ple. became fashionable. It was demanded 
»y the conscience of the people, but it had 
no effect upon their lives. For ‘ the high 

laces were not removed; the people sacri- 
iced, and burnt incense still on the high 
places."”" (Second Kings, xv., 4.) . 

The attendance at the Temple was a mere 
matter of form, so that God himself said 
by the mouth of His prophet, “To what 
purpose is the multitude of your sacrifices 
unto Me? I am full of the burnt ed | 
of rams, and the fat of fed beasts; and 
delight not tn the blood of bullocks, or of 
lambs, or of he goats. Bring no more vain 
oblations; incense is an abomination unto 
Me; the new moons, and Sabbaths, the 
ppg of assemblies, I cannot; away with 
it; it Is iniquity, even the solemn meeting.”’ 
(., 11+15.) But religious activity without 
true spirituality did not cease with the 
reign of Uzziah. It is as marked in our 
day, in many cases, as it was in his. 

en the young, earnest, spiritually- 
minded Isaiah et ee upon this condition of 
affairs it filled him the mingled emo- 
tions of sorrow, indignation. and a righte- 
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us anger. But he did not lose hope in 
iod. So he came before the children of 
Israel. But his message was not limited 
to them. It applies to God's people in all 
times. In the first thirty-nine chapters of 
his prophecy he depicts in various ways 
the relation of man to God. In the remain- 
ing chapters he declares the relation -of 
God to man. The keynote of the first sec- 
tion is one of disappointment. ‘‘ Hear, O 
heavens, and give ear, earth; for the 
Lord hath spoken: I have nourished and 
brought up children, and they have re- 
belled against Me.”’ (i., 2.) The keynote of 
the second section is one of hope, ‘‘ Com- 
fort ye, comfort ye My people, saith your 
God.” (xl., 1.) ‘“‘Ho, every one that 
thirsteth, come ye to the waters: yea, 
come, buy wine and milk without money, 
and without price.”’ (lv., 1.) The first sec- 
tion tells of sin, and is full of ‘* woes.” 
The second section speaks of grace, and is 
full of blessings. : 


THE JUDGMENT PRONOUNCED. 


The passage seiected for this lesson be- 
longs to the first section. It is introducéd 
by a sacred song full of the most solemn 
and tender pathos, but in the burning 
words of one whose lips have been touched 
by a live coal from off the altar. In it 
God, the Father, is represented as say- 
ing, ‘‘Now I will sing to My _ well-be- 
loved "’—or, as the Revised Version has it 
—‘‘ for My well-beloved, a song of. My be- 
loved, touching His vineyard.’’ .(Verse 1.) 
It is ‘‘a song’”’ which tells of what He and 
His “ beloved’’ have done for His people; 
of what should rightfully be the response; 
and of what would certainly be the judg- 
ment. It says (verses 1-7:) 


My well-beloved hath a vineyard 

In a very fruitful hill; 

And He fenced it, and gathered out the stones 
thereof, 

And planted it with the choicest vine, 

And built a tower in the midst of it, 

And also made a winepress therein. 

And He looked that it should bring forth grapes; 

And it brought forth wild grapes! 


And now, O inhabitants of Jerusalem, and men 
of Judah, 

Judge, I-pray you, betwixt Me and My vineyard. 

What could have been done more to My vineyard, 

That I have not done in it? 

Wherefore, when I looked that it should bring 
forth grapes, 

Brought it forth wild grapes? 


And now, go to; I will tell you 

What I will do to My vineyard; 

I will take away the hedge thereof, and it shall 
be trodden down; 

I will lay~it waste: 

It shall not be pruned, nor dieged: 

But there shall come up briars and thorns; 

I will also command the clouds 

That they rain no rain upon it. 


For the vineyard of the Lord of hosts is the 
house _of Israel, 
And the men of Judah His pleasant plant; 
— looked for judgment, but behold oppres- 
sion; 
For righteousness, but behold’a cry. 
—~Townsend’s Old Testament. 


Instead of bringing forth the fruits of 
the Spirit—‘‘ love, joy, peace, long-suffer- 
ing, gentleness, goodness, faith, meek- 
ness, temperance ’’—this well cared for 
vineyard had brought forth the wild grapes 
vf the flesh—‘‘ adultery, fornication. un- 
cleanness, lasciviousness, idolatry, witch- 
craft, hatred, variance, emulations, wrath, 
strife, seditions, heresies, envyings, mur- 
ders, drunkenness, revelings, and such 
like.”” Galatians, v., 19-23.) And because 
{t had done this ‘“‘woe’’ upon *“ woe”’ is 
pronounced upon it. 

Primarily this ‘‘song’”’ evidently refers 
to all that God had done for His people, 
when, under Moses, He brought them as 
‘“‘a vine out of Eevpt,’’ and ‘ éast out the 
heathen, and planted it.” (Psalms, Ixxx., 
8.) But beyond that, it just as evidently 
refers to the original condition of man 
when he was made “in the image of God.”’ 
(Genesis, i., 27,) and walked in fellowship 
with Him in the Garden of Eden. That 
garden was indeed ‘‘ planted with the choic- 
est vine.’’ But that vine soon became a 
degenerate vine—man fell from his high 
estate, and became a sinner. Then the vine 
could bring forth nothing but “ wild 
grapes.”’ It was very prolific, but the 
clusters were al) worthless in the sight of 
the owner, and the vine must be judged 
by its fruit. (Matthew. vii., 1%) Some of 
these clusters the prophet holds up before 
us, and bids us look at their character. 
Because each one is vile he pronounces a 
solemn ‘‘ woe”’ upon it, 

The first to which he calls attention is 
man’s ordinate desire for gain in the things 
which are merely temporal. This desire 
leads them to ‘ join house to house—to lay 
field to field—till there be no place.”’ not 
that they may be “rich toward God.” but 
“that they may be placed alone in the 
midst of the earth.” (V. 8.) 

Then he bids us look at those who have 
an inordinate desire for worldly pleasures. 
They are sensual, low, and ‘all-absorbine. 
They “rise up early.in the morning that 
they may follow strong drink; they con- 
tinue until nieht till wine inflame them.” 
They have neither time nor inclination to 
regard ‘‘the work of the Lord” or to 
“consider ‘the operation of His hands.” 
(Verses 11-12.) 


PICTURE OF FALLEN MEN, 


Having depicted the judgments that shall 
fall upon’ such and upon the communities 
in which they dwell he holds up before us 
in rapid succession those ‘that draw in- 
iquity with cords of vanity and sin, as it 
were, with a cart rope,” (verse 18:) those 
who ‘call evil good and good evil; that 
put darkness for light and light for dark- 


ness; that put bitter for sweet and sweet 
for bitter,’’ (verse 20;) those, who, full of 
self-conceit, ‘‘are.wise in their own eyes, 
and prudent in their own sight,’ (verse 
21,) and, finally, those who through long 


indulgence have sunk so low that they are | 
“mighty to drink | 
men of strength to mingle strong | 


only Known as men

drink."” With a geared conscience and a 
perverted, jud mt they “justify the 
wicked for reward, and take away the 
righteousness of the righteous from him." 
(Vers 22-23.) 

Suck are some of the characteristics of 
fallen men. In the great ns oe A of God, 
however, most of these characteristics have 
rot been permitted to have their full de- 
phe degen ins now and here. But it can be 
easily seen that every one of them leads 
to irretrievable woe. In the case of the 
intemperate this is plainly seen. Probably 
covetousness, love of pleasure, a perverted 
mind, and ‘self-conceit would p 
as much sorrow and suffering as follows 


; other. 


uce just 
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the inordinate indulgence in strong drink 
if we could see them in the same perfection 
of development and multiplied to the same 
extent. 

Intemperance thus stands before us as 
the black type of all sin. Yea, even more 
than this, it may be truly said that every 
open and flagrant sin is simply some form 
of intemperance. For it is the excessive 
indulgence for merely personal gratifica- 
tion, of some power, or faculty, or taste, 
iven to men for wise and useful purposes. 

ake, for instance, the common fratity of 
envy. As it is ordinarily seen, at first 
it seems as harmless as “ the wine when it 
is red, when it giveth his color in the cup, 
when it moveth itself aright.’”” (Proverbs 
xxiii., 31.) For it appears to be simply an 
admiration for something possessed by_an- 
But when indulged in without re- 
straint it soon passes into an inordinate 
longing for that which the other possesses; 
then into hatred of him who possesses it, 
and then into violence to destroy him. This 
was very painfully seen in the great crime 
which recently startled our whole country. 
In the beginning the criminal simply could 
not see why one man should receive so 
much more attention than others. In its 
consummation it sent the bullet on its deac- 
ly .errand. So it was also in that most 
horrible crime of all the crimes in the an- 
nals of history, when the Son of God by 
“wicked hands’”’ was put to death. Even 
Pilate saw that ‘for envy they had de- 
livered Him.’ (Matthew xxvii., 18.) 

So covetousness is simply the intemper- 
ate use of the lawful desire for gain; world- 
liness, intemperance in social and carnal 
pursuits and pleasures; pride and self-con- 
ceit, overindulgence in appreciation of 
self; just as drunkenness comes from the 
unrestrained indulgence of appetite. But 
in the mercy of God it is only in the ~ 
that we see, in any large degree, “ © 
hedges’ actually ‘‘ taken away’’ and the 
vine ‘‘ trodden dewn.’’ So in it we behold 
the natural and legitimate effect upon the 
man himself, and upon society, of all sin 
when unrestrained by grace. 

What then is the remedy? In the case of 
the intemperate law can put restraints upon 
the traffic in intoxicating liquors, and so 
upon the indulgence. Enlightened public 
opinion may secure the faithful enforce- 
ment of law. But law cannot change the 
man. It can bind him, just as a strait- 
jacket can bind a madman, but neither the 
law, nor the jacket, can cure disease. What 
law cannot do, however, love can. It can 
cure all sin. It has opened a fountain in 
the blood of the Lamb “which taketh 
away the sin of the world.” 

Therefore let us cry mightily unto God 
as the Psalmist did concerning the vine 
which was “brought out of Egypt: Re- 
turn, we beseech Thee, O God of hosts; look 
down from heaven, and behold, and visit 
this vine; and the vineyard which Thy right 
hand hath planted, and the branch that 
Thou madest strong for Thyself. It is 
burned with fire; it is cut down; they per- 
ish at the rebuke of Thy countenance. Let 
Thy hand be upon the man of Thy right 
hand, upon the son of man whom Thou 
madest strong for Thyself.”’ (Psalms,!Ixxx., 


14-17.) 

For ‘the Son of Man,’”’ whom He hath 
made strong for Himself. is none other 
than “the Son of God.” He is “the true 
Vine.” and grafted into Him even the de- 
generate vine may yet_bring forth good 
grapes. But He says, ‘‘ Without Me ye can 


do nothing.”” (John, xv., 1-5.)

THE MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY 
APPROVES THE BUDGET. 


Last Meeting of the Joint Bodies—Mr. 
Fornes Introduced by Mr. 
Guggenheimer. 


President Guggenheimer of the Municipal 
Council was accompanied yesterday by 
Charles V. Fornes, President-elect of the 
Board of Aldermen, at the meeting of the 
Municipal Assembly to approve the budget 
for 1902. When the meeting was called to 
order President Guggenheimer introduced 
Mr. Fornes, and said that he would make a 
fair and impartial presiding officer. 

Mr. Fornes replied that he was pleased 
with his reception, and that he hoped in 
time to be well acquainted with his duties 
and give satisfaction to the people and his 
fellow-officials. 

Councilman Goodwin then moved that the 
budget for 1962 be adopted, and Councilman 
McInnes of the minority moved that it be 
referred to a joint Finance Committee of 
the Municipal Assembly. This resolution 
was defeated by a vote of 37 to 15. There 
were not enoug 
the budget, however, and a call of the As- 
sembly was ordered. Sergeants at Arms 
were sent scurrying threugh the City Hall 
and to the places of business of Aldermen 
near by to bring them to the meeting room. 

After a long wait a sufficient number of 
members appeared, and the budget was ap- 

roved by the votes of forty-five members. 

he budget last year was approved by the 
votes OF fifty-nine members of the City As- 
se .

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


Tere was a complete reversal of spec- 
ulative sentiment on the Stock Exchange 
yesteiday, due probably to the disclosure 
early in the day that the liquidation of 
the day previous had run its course and 
that the larger banking interests in the 
Street were inclined to buy rather ag- 
gressively, this being particularly true 
in the case-of the local railway shares, 
notably Metropolitan’: and Manhattan, 
which advanced substantially. This com- 
plete change—Chicago operators switch- 
ing about with local professionals and 
buying at least 75,000 shares—was little 
consolation to-those holders of securities 
who on the day previous had.been forced 
or frightened into selling their securities, 
mostly at a loss, apparently in the belief 
that a serious: slump’ was imminent. al 

On Thursday the selling was in order 
to reelize profits with the “ good news’”’ 
out; yesterday the buying was in order 
to take stocks back—needless to say at 
lower figures—in a full realization of the 
vastness and significance and far-reach- 
ing wud beneficial effect of the North- 
ern Pacific settlement. Whatever else 
Wali Street is, it is not shortsighted; 
and.nowhere better than in the financial 
district is there fuller appreciation, not 
alone of the good results to the railroads 
themselves of the complete harmony now 
established in the Northwest, but of the 
benefits that must accrue to the stock- 
holders of the various properties; for 
maintained and stable rates mean larger 
revenues, and therefore not improbably 
better dividends. Hence it is that the 
leaders of finance declare that, whatever 
the temporary fluctuations in the mar- 
ket, values must rise materially higher. 

As contributing to the better tone yes- 
terday, there was improvement in the 
money market and a somewhat casier 
tone. It is a noticeable fact that despite 
the heavy gold exports this week of over 
$4,500,000 the banks have gained during 
the week practically $2,000,000, if yes- 
terday’s bond purchases be included. 
The known interior figures indicate a 
substantial return flow from the interior, 
with every indication that next week it 
will be greater still. 


LOCAL RAILWAY SHARES. 


By far the. strongest and most active 
stocks on the Ist yesterday were the locaT 
railway group, in which there was persist- 
ent buying at advancing prices, by leading 
local banking interests as well as by houses 
with Chicago, Philadelphia, and ,Boston 
connections. As a result of this, Metropoli- 
tan rose over five points on dealings in 
62,000 shares, closing at a net gain of 4%. 
Manhattan advanced over two points on 
dealings in 39,000 shares, with the final 
figure showing a net gain of 1%, while 
Brooklyn rose 1% points on transactions in- 
volving 238,000 shares, closing 1% up. 

To explain the buying, many reasons 
were advanced, some suggesting a close 
alliance between Metropolitan and Manhat- 
tan, some between Metropolitan and Brook- 
lyn, some between all three, and some be- 
tween New York Central and Manhattan. 
Nothing official could be gotten on the 
subject. The Street declares, however, that 
important developments in connection, if 
not with’all three systems, at least with 
Manhattan and Metropolitan, are pending. 
it is a known fact that for some weeks past 
there has been steady accumulation. of the 
shares of both of these companies by lead- 
ing. interests in the Street, while Boston 
has bought largely of Manhattan and Phil- 
adelphia largely of Metropolitan. What it 
all signifies remains to be seen, but that 
the movement is more than a speculative 
one is generally agreed.

Unprecedented conditions in the iron and steel 
industry are shown by the statistics of pig tron 
on Nov. 1, as published by The Iron Age. Furn- 
aces in blast were producing at the rate ‘of 
320,824 tons weekly, which far surpasses all 
previous records. With a production of 10,000 
tons weekly above the previous top point it 
might be expected that supplies would increase, 
or, at least, remain stationary. On the con- 
trary, furnace stocks on Nov. 1 were 273,251 
tons, or much less than a single week's output, 
and a decrease of 88,342 for the month of 
October. Carrying the comparison back a year 
gives an idea of the marvelous strides made in 
this industry. Since November, 1900, the weekly 
capacity of furnaces in blast ‘has increased from 
215,J04 tons to 320,824 tons, while furnace stocks 
have declined from 641,466 to 273,254 tons. Yet 
there has been no inflation of prices, and the 
speculative element is entirely lacking, a sign 
that no disastrous collapse is to be feared.

Along general lines Bradstreet’s says: 


Special activity in demand and movement is 
reported in the Northwest, where groceries, dry 
goods, shoes, rubber goods, and general mer- 
chandise are in active demand at retail and 
from jobbers. Paciiic Coast trade reports are 
especially good. The export movement is large, 
grain being particularly active, Car shortage is 
complained of-in that section as well as else- 
where. St. “Louis reports a favorable business in 
dry goods, hats, lumber, and building materials. 
Dry goods are not as active as earlier, but wool 
is in strong demand with large sales, and re- 
tail trade is better than a year ago. Kansas 
City reports the drought unbroken, cattle and 
live stock suffering from lack of water. Offer- 
ings of stock are of poor quality and prices are 
lower.

Among the industries building operations con- 
tinue active, aided by the open Fall. and shoe 
and leather manufacturers, woolen mills, paper, 
machinery and hardware manufacturers are 
busily employed, and the volume of trade dis- 
tribution is concededly as heavy, if not ‘heavier, 
than ever before reported at this time, The 
foreign trade movement, owing to. comparisons 
being made with the highwater market in the 
country’s history, October a year ago, appears 
tess satisfactory at first sight. But it is to be 
noted that our exports in October this year have 
only been twice exceeded, and the matin falling 
off is due to smaller shipments of raw cotton 
and Indian corn. Our provisions, ‘ mineral oils, 
and wheat are in increased demand abroad.

While shipments of footwear. from Boston con- 
tinue far in excess of previous years and fac- 
tories are well employed, the situation fs not 
satisfactory.

PRINTING PRESS COMBINATION.

COTTON.—The cotton market opened steady, 
with prices unchanged to 5 points higher, this 
being a better start than warranted by the 
Liverpool cables. Wall Street and room buy- 
ing, chiefly late months, caused the early steadi- 
ness. Prospects of light receipts and a cold 
weather map were the basis for the early pur- 
chases, these influences at the same time serv- 
ing to check selling for either account. But 
soon after the call bear leaders, finding the 
supporting orders to be less extensive than at 
first expected, raided the market, breaking 
January from 7.59c to 7.60¢c within as many 
minutes, A sharp break in Liverpool and light 
liquidation by room longs gave the market a 
weak eppenrance for the moment. Nevertheless, 
when the bear pressure was removed the mar- 
ket immediately exhibited a strong undertone, and 
for the rest of the forenoon worked steadily high- 
er, January getting to 7.60c on good Wall Street 
support, buying for Sauthern account, and de- 
mand from nervous shorts. Trading at times 
was quite active, with sentiment as to the 
immediate future ‘decidedly bullish. The move- 
ment of the crop was seen to be barely up to 
a yleld of 10,400,000 bales, and predictions from 
the South were that a falling off was very 
likel¥. Houston continued to report barely 50 
per cent. of the arrivals of a year ago, and other 
towns fell off as well.. The weekly statistical 
statement proved to be bullish, the total amount 
of cotton brought into sight being 453,000 bales, 
against 503,000 last week, 431,000 last year, 
386,000 in 1899, and 518,000 in 1898. The fore- 
cast indicated general frost in the belt, with 
freezing temperatures over important areas 
in the Territories And northern Louisiana. 
Southern markets were firmer on improved ex- 
port demand, with holders disposed to hold off 
for further developments in speculative mar- 
kets. Cables from Liverpool attributed the 
weakness there to American selling orders and 
to gloomy industrial accounts from the Con- 
tinent. Aside from Wall Street buying, local 
commission houses were rather slimly supplied 
with orders. Near the close profit taking car- 
Tied prices off a point or so. The market was 
finally barely steady and net 3 points lower to 
1 point higher.

BREADSTUFFS.—WHEAT—The wheat mar- 
ket yesterday was a broad one and generally 
strong, closing %@%c net higher. The buying 
character, including demand for May 
from Wall Street, St. Louis buying, and a good 
trade early in the day on foreign account that 
was thought to point toward export business, al- 
though this. view proved later to be incorrect, 
ts only 7 loads were taken at all seaboard points, 
The market, however, was not unfavorably af- 
to buy cash wheat, and at 
during the day experienced any impor 
partly owing to the decided strength 
which made bears again unwilling to go 
market, and kept it as a result free 
of wheat all day. Commission house trade again 
reached a considerable volume in all markets. 
The Argentine shipments wére only 24,000 bush- 
against 176,000 bushels the previous week.

000 bushels in the same time a year ago. The 
reguiar/ weekly cable from Argentina said that 
wheat was looking healthy and strong, and, 
while backward, had generally. improved.

REAL ESTATE TRANSFERS. 


In the following list ‘‘ mtg ’’ stands for mort- 
gage and “RS” for revenue stamps. The war 
revenue law, as amended, provides that a 25- 
cent stamp shall be placed on all conveyances 
where the consideration or value exceeds $2,500 
and is under $3,000. Twenty-five cents addi- 
tional is required for each $500 consideration 
over $3,000. This ‘' consideration’’ has been 
held to mean only the equity above the mort- 
gage, except in rare cases where the purchaser 
assumes payment of the mortgage. The amount 
of the mortgage plus $2,500 plus 2,000 times the 
value of the revenue stamps on the conveyance 
should therefore show the true consideration for 
all properties over $2,500 in value,

COURT SET ASIDE 
VERDICT FOR DAMAGES 


Jury Awarded Father $300 for 
Death of His Child. 


Justice O’Gorman Said the Verdict “Is 
Perverse” and So Low as to 
“ Shock Mora! Sense.” 


Justice O’Gorman, in the Supreme Court, 
yesterday set aside upon his own motion a 
verdict for $300 in favor of Julius Willsen, 
who sued the Metropolitan Street Railway 
Company for $15,000 damages for the death 
of his five-year-old son Lawrence. Justice 
O’Gorman, in his decision setting aside the 
verdict, said that it was inadequate, and 
the amount of damages awarded was a 
shock to the moral sense. The action of 
the court in advising the counsel for the 
plaintiff to move to set aside the verdict is 
said to be without precedent in New York 
courts, 

The suit was brought to recover damages 
for the death of five-year-old Lawrence 
Willsen, who was killed by being run down 
by a Lexington Avenue trolley car. The 
child lived with his father, Julius Willsen, a 
butcher of 1,495 Lexington Avenue. On 
April 18 last he was playing with some 
children in front of his home, and while 
running across the street slipped and fell 
across the railroad tracks. The child tried 
to recover himself and fell again, and be- 
fore he could regain his feet the second 
time was run down by the trolley car, and 
a few days later died of his injuries. 

The defense set up by the Metropolitan 
Street Railway Company was that the 
accident was due to contributory negli- 
gence. William McArthur appeared for the 


boy and George M. Pinney represented the 
Company. 

When the jury brought in its verdict for 
$300 on Thursday night Justice O’Gorman 
summoned to him Frederick A. La Roche, 
the tenth juror. Justice O'Gorman asked 
the juror if he was in any way connected 
with the Metropolitan Street Railway Com- 
pany. Mr. La Roche said that he was not. 
Questioned further by the court, he ad- 
mitted that he had sold electrical instru- 
ments to the company. The juror said that 
he had stood out for the defendant, as had 
two other members of the jury, but that in 
taking sides with the defendant he acted 
on his own opinion of the evidence in the 
case. The Judge then called in other jur- 
ors to substantiate Mr. La Roche's state- 
ments. During the examination it devel- 
oped that the verdict was a compromise. 

Justice O’Gorman, after his conference 
with the jurors, suggested to the plaintiff's 
counsel that a motion for a new trial and a 
reversal of the verdict be made. Mr. Mc- 
Arthur thereupon made the usual motion. 
The court said that it would reserve de- 
cision, and at the same time requested the 
jury that had brought in the verdict to be 
present in court yesterday morning. When 
court was convened yesterday Justice 
O’Gorman, addressing counsel for both sides 
and the jury that had brought in the three- 
hundred-dollar verdict, read his decision, 
which was as follows: 

‘*The verdict is for $300, but the funeral 
expenses and other special damages not 
contested and conclusively proved, amount 
to $181, thus leaving a trifle over $100 as 
the figure placed by the jury as the value 
of a human life. Sugstantial awards have 
been made almost uniformly by jurors in 
actions brought to recover for negligently 
causing the death of infants. 

‘“‘The verdict rendered in this case is so 
grossly inadequate and indefensible it 
should not be allowed to stand. 

“No terms will be imposed as a condi- 
tion. This is not an ordinary case of inade- 
quate damages. The verdict is perverse 
and the damages are arbitrarily and ca- 
priciously fixed at such a low figure as to 
shock moral sense. The plaintiff is in no 
manner responsible for this miscarriage of 
justice, and to impose costs as a condition 
of setting the verdict aside and granting a 
new trial is to emphasize the wrong to 
which the jury has already subjected him. 
Granting a new trial under the circum- 
stances cannot be regarded as a matter of 
favor. The plaintiff is entitled to the relief 
sought as a matter of right.” 

Justice O’Gorman then refused defend- 
ant’s attorneys time to make an appeal 
and ordered the case to be put on the cal- 
endar for trial. 


UNION STREET TRACK DISPUTE. 


Appellate Court Affirms Decision in Fa- 
vor of the Brooklyn Heights 
Railroad Company. 

The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court, Brooklyn, yesterday affirmed the 


decision of the Special Term of the Su- 


preme Court in favor of the Brooklyn 
Heights Railroad Company, in the action 
brought by Frederick Adee, a property 
owner, to restrain the company from con- 
structing and operating a double track rail- 
road in Union Street. The property owners 
interested, who have been represented in 
the suit by Edward M. Grout as counsel, 
will probably take the case to the Court of 
Appeals. 

Mr. Adee, who lives at 816 Union Street, 
brought his action on the ground that the 
consent of the owners of one-half in value 
of the property bounded on the street to the 
construction and operation of the railroad 
had not been obtained and recorded. The 
defendants denied this, and alleged that 
they had obtained and recorded such con- 


sents. On the trial of the action the Spe- 
cial Term decided that the defendants had 
acquired all of the rights required by the 
statute, and judgment was entered dismiss- 
ing the complaint on the merits, The ap- 
peal was from this decision. 

While awaiting the decision of the court 
the railroad company has completed the 
building of the line in Union Street, except- 
ing for about fifty feet of its length in 
front of the property of Mr. Adee. On this 
portion of the line only one track has been 
aid, on the side of the street opposite to 
Mr. Adee’s property. President Greatsinger 
of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company 
said yesterday that all that was necessary 
to be done to begin operating cars on the 
road was to put in switches connecting the 
completed and uncompleted tracks. Mr. 
Greatsinger added that the company might 
run a few cars over the line either to-day 
or Monday. 

Edward M. Grout. discussing the decision 
of the Appellate Division, said that the 
case would unquestionably be taken to the 
Court of Appeals. 

**Justice Woodward's action,”’ he said, 
**merely decides a question of law, and not 
one of fact. We asserted in the suit 
brought before Justice Maddox in the Su- 
preme Court that these consents were in- 
validated from the fact that the property 
owned at the time they were given has 
since been reconveyed. This does not af- 
fect in any sense the injunction granted by 
Justice Stover restraining the railroad com- 
pany from laying tracks in front of Mr. 
Adee’s house.”’ 


DECISION IN RICE WILL CASE. 


Order for the Examination of Executor 
James A. Baker Affirmed. 


The order of the Special Term of the Su- 
preme Court, granted at the instance of 
John F. O’Brien, the temporary adminis- 
trator in this State of William Marsh Rice, 
the millionaire, who is alleged to have been 
murdered by Lawyer Albert T. Patrick, 
providing for an examination of James A. 


Baker, who was an intimate friend and 
also an executor of Mr. Rice’s will, was 
esterday affirmed by the Appellate Divis- 
on, in an opinion by Justice Ingraham. 

Mr. O’Brien alleged, in his petition, that 
in order to obtain accurate information in 
regard to the amount and character of the 
property of the deceased it was necessary 
that he should be put in possession of ail 
the books and papers of Mr. Rice; that they 
were in the possession of Mr. .Baker, and 
that information respecting them could only 
be had through his examination. Mr. Ba- 
ker, on the other hand, claimed to be en- 
titled to their possession as temporary ad- 
ministrator appointed by a Texas court. 

Justice Ingraham, after referring to the 
code provisions under which the proceeding 
was had, concludes as follows: 

‘His [Baker’s] mere possession as a cus- 
todian Appointed by a ¢ourt 'to preserve the 
property until the final determination as to 
who should be the personal representatives 
of the estate, does not either give him a 
lien upon or special property in any part of 
the estate of the decedent; and I can see 
no reason why this custodian should not 
disclose to the representatives of the de- 
ceased in this State, where the decedent 
resided, all information that he has as to 
the location and amount of the decedent's 


property.”’

LEGAL NOTES. 

IRREGULARITIES WAIVED. — James L. 
Weeks was in 1857 the owner of an undi- 
vided one-half interest in certain real cs- 
tate. On Sept. 23 of that year a judgment 
was secured against him, on which execu- 
tion was issued and returned unsatisfied. 
Seventeen years later a second execution 
was issued upon the judgment, under which 
the Sheriff sold Weeks’s interest in the 
premises to Anna R. Gerding. Weeks was 
present at the sale and raised no objec- 
tion then or ever after or before his death 
in 1880. No Sheriff's certificate of sale 
was issued to Mrs. Gerding, but she hav- 
ing acquired by grants from other persons 
the part of the property not owned by 
Weeks, went into possession of the ~hole 
property and has remained in possession 
ever since. The second execution was also 
returned unsatisfied, but subsequently an 
ex parte order was entered providing for 
an amended return. Later on, the Sheriff 
being dead, Mrs. Gerding was given a cer- 
tificate of sale by the Under Sheriff, and 
also a deed. In an action brought by Mrs. 
Gerding to determine the title to the prep- 
erty the heirs of Mr. Weeks claimed that 
their interest had not been cut off, and 
that they still had the right to redeem. 
Justice McAdam of the Supreme Court yes- 
terday gave judgment for the plaintiff, 
holding that the heirs had no better right 
to redeem than Weeks had at the time of 
his death. and he, by attending the sale and 
raising no objection either then or for the 
six or more years that he lived after the 
sale, must be deemed to have waived any 
irregularities, and no one claiming througa 
him can now assert them. ‘“ The fact,” 
says Justice McAdam, “that the Sheriff 
omitted to issue to the purchaser a cer- 
tificate of sale in nowise invalidated the 
sale itself or prejudiced the rights of the 
purchaser. Nor can the purchaser be preju- 
diced because the Sheriff, after having 
made the sale, erroneously returned ‘the 
execution nulla bona. The sale having been 
validly made, with the knowledge and pas- 
sive acquiescence of Weeks, the judgment 
debtor, the right to redeem sprang imme- 
diately into existence and the statutory 
period allowed for redemption began it 
once to run, Weeks never did redeem or 
offer to do so, and after the period allowed 
him to do so had expired, he still being 
alive, his interest in the property was gone 
forever, and he consequently had no inter- 
est therein at his death, which could de- 
scend to the defendants as his heirs. . As 
no interest ever descended to thém, they 
have no standing to question the validity 
of the subsequent proceedings, under which 
an amended return was made, and a deed 
executed and delivered to the purchaser at 
the Sheriff's sale. If it were necessary to 
do so, it would probably not be difficult to 
justify those proceedings. The purchaser 
could not be vermitted to suffer through 
the failure of the Sheriff to properly fulfill 
his duties. She had done her part when she 
surchased the property. It was the Sher- 
ff's business to make a correct return of 
the ‘execution, to issue the certificate of 
sale, and to execute and deliver the deéd. 
If he had been living in 1882 he might have 
been compelled to do so. As he was dead, 
it properly fell to his Under Sheriff to do 
what the Sheriff should have done.”’

which is being taken in a New Jersey 
Chancery suit. The action was brought by 
Dittman and Haas as holders of shares of 
the preferred stock of the Kentucky Dis- 
tilleries and Warehouse Company for a dis- 
solution of the corporation. The Distilling 
Company of America, it was alleged, having 
become the owner of about 90 per cent. of 
the capital stock of the Kentucky Distille- 
ries and Warehouse Company, as well as of 
other distilling concerns, manages the busi- 
ness to the detriment of the Kentucky 
company. Mr. Wentworth is the Secretary 
of the defendant corporations, and has an 
office in this city. The court, in an opinion 
by Justice Hatch, holds that the witness, 
Wentworth, should have answered the 
questidbn put to him as to the profits that 
had, been made by the Kentucky company. 
To refuse on the ground that the books of 
the company were the best evidence was 
unavailing. The books of account of the 
company were mere declarations in its 
favor, and would not be admissible as 
against the plaintiffs. As to certain other 
questions the Appellate Division holds that 
the court had no authority to order Went- 
worth to answer them. These were ques- 
tions which he could not have well an- 
swered without consulting books, which 
were not before the court. Justice Hatch 
says the court knows of no power to compel 
the witness to make an outside examination 
of books and papers not before the court. 
Even as regards these questions, however, 
the witness did not apply to the court to 
modify or vacate the subpoena that had 
been served upon him. That is the stat- 
utory method of securing the protection of 
an aggrieved witness, and as he did not 
avail himself of it the appeal is dismissed. 
The order is modified, however, by limiting 
its application to questions relating to 
profits earned by the Kentucky Distilleries 
and Warehouse Company, and, as modified, 
it is affirmed. Justice Patterson concurs in 
the opinion of Justice Hatch. Justice 
Lau hlin concurs, except as to the witness 
not having the right to appeal. Justice In- 
graham writes a dissenting opinion, in 
which Presiding Justice Van Brunt concurs. 
Justice Ingraham points out in his opinion 
that the witness declared that he Sould 
not answer certain questions because he 
was not a financial expert, and he had 
nothing to do with the operation o1 the 
distilleries. He also says that as the wit- 
ness could be fined and imprisoned for con- 
tempt of court, if he refused to obey the or- 
der of the court, it is odd if he has no 
standing in court to appeal from this order. 
+,* 

PuBLIc LIBRARY CONTRACT.—The Appel- 
late Division of the Supreme Court yester- 
day handed down a decision affirming an 
order of the lower court in a proceeding 
brought by William B. Bradley to prevent 
the letting: of a contract for the erection 
of the Public Library in Bryant Park. The 
lower court denied a motion to continue a 
temporary injunction to prevent the letting 
of the contract to Norcross Brothers for 
$2,865,706. The plaintiff, Bradley, brought 
the action as a taxpayer to restrain the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment from 
accepting a bid for the construction of a 
library, and also to restrain the Commis- 
sioner of Parks from executing a contract 
therefor and the Controller from paying out 


money on any such contract. The bids were 
advertised for under the provisions of 
Chapter 556 of the Laws of 1897, as amend- 
ed by Chapter 627 of the Laws of 1900, 
Under the statute, the Department of Pub- 
lic Parks is authorized to erect the public 
library in Bryant Park, and the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment is authorized 
to accept the bids which would in its 
judgment best secure the efficient nerform-

ance of the work. Justice George L. In- 
graham, writing the opinion, holds that it 
is quite clear that the administrative work 
relating to the parks in Manhattan and 
Richmond, including the erection of build- 
ings in any park, is imposed upon the Park 
Commissioner by the statute of 1897, and 
not upon the Department of Parks. This 
disposes of three of the twelve objections 
to the contract. The objection that the 
proposals for bids were not published in The 
City Record for fifteen consecutive days is 
disposed of by the Justice holding that the 
law was complied with, The City Record 
not being published on Sundays, and “ con- 
secutive days’’ meaning consecutive days 
of publication. As to the objection that the 
proposals did not specify any particular 
kind of marble, the court holds that the 
statute does not require this. The objection 
that the amount to be paid the successful 
bidder is in excess of the appropriation is 
without merit, the court holds. There is 
no provision in the statute requiring an ap- 
ropriation to be made before the contract 
s executed. The difference betweeh the 
amount of the bonds authorized and tha 
amount of the contract will be furnished 
by the premium on the bonds. The objec- 
tion that no power is given by the statute 
to award any contract is called frivolous. 


SCHOOL LAW UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 


New Jersey Act Providing a Uniform 
System of Government Not Valid. 


TRENTON, N. J., Nov. 15.—The Court of 
Errors and Appeals this afternoon declared 
unconstitutional the Stokes school law of 
1900, which was passed for the purpose of 
governing all the school districts of the 
State. By reason of this decision, the Dis- 
trict School Boards throughout the State 


will go back to the laws that prevailed 
previous to the passage of the Stokes act. 

The decision is far reaching in its effect. 
The law was a general revision of the 
school laws of the State, and was passed 
for the purpose of securing a uniform sys- 
tem of school government in the several 
school districts. 


A NEW X-RAY INVENTION. 


Shows the Internal Organs as Plainly 
as If They Were Exposed to 
the Naked Eye. 


E. W. Caldwell describes in the current 
Electrical Review, a new apparatus de- 
signed for stereoscopic vision by X-rays. 
It has been developed in the laboratory at 
the Bellevue Hospital Medical College, New 


York City. 

’ By using two sources of X-rays in the 
same tube, each eye views independently 
the shadow, with the result that the pict- 


ure stands out distinctly, showing all the 
space relations of the objects viewed. 

It is thought that this method will be. of 
the utmost value in surgery, permitting im- 
mediate examination of broken bones, &c., 
as if they were viewed by the eye with 
their positions accurately indicated, instead 
of in silhouette effect, as has been the case 
heretofore.
